as ifſhe would concealethem from other, and yet her felfe' feele ſome ofchy ſor- 
row : Butwoe is me yonder, yonder, did ſhee'/purher foote intothe boate ,at that 
inſtant, as it were dividing her heanenly beautie, betweene theearth and the ſea. 
Bat when ſhe was imbraked, did you not marke how the windes whiſtled, and the 
ſeas daunc' tor ioy? how the ſailes did {well with pride, andall becauſe they bad Y7- 
743ia?

limics of bis ſight, and crying vpon the name of Pyrocles, nor ſeeing nor hearing!

bur they ranne vnto him, and pulling him backe(then too feeble forthetn) by force 
ftickled that vnnarurall fray. I pray you (ſaid he)boneſt men, what ſuch righrhave 
youin me.asnotto fuffer me to do with my ſelfe what 1 liſt} and what polliciehane* ; 
you to beſtow a benefit where ft is counted an iniurie? They heating bim ſpeake in -4 
Greeke (which wastheir naturall language) became the ices penger bckyens tos BE 
wards him; and conſidering by his calling, and looking that theloſſe of ſome deare 
friend was great cauſe of his ſorrow; rold him they were/poore men that were 
bound by courſe of hamanitie to preuent fo great a miſchiefe, andrthar they wiſht 
him,ifopinionof ſome bodies periſhing bred fach deſperare anguiſh in him,thathe 
ſhould be comforted by his owne proofe, who bad larely eſcaped as apparant dan-" 
geras any might be. No,no(ſaid he )itis not for me to attend fo high a bliſſefulneſſes- 
but ſince you take care ome, I pray you finde meanesthat ſome Barke may bepro- 
vided,that will go out of theHauen,tharific bepoffiblewemay finderbebody far, 
farre roo precious food for filhes: and forthe bire (ſaid he I haue with in'this caf-* 
ket,of value ſufficient to contentthem.C/ainpreſently wetit toz Piſherman,and ba- 
ning agreed with him,and prouided ſome appardl for the naked firanger, he imbar- 
ked,&the ſhepheards with him:and were no ſooner gotic beyond the month ofthe. 
| hanen,butthar ſome way intorhie Sea they mighe difcerne{asitwere(aftaine of the 
waters colour, & by rimes ſome ſparks & licks mountingthereott.Burthe young

aloft with his faire arme, wbich often he wavedabour his crowne, as though he 
would threaten the world in that extremitie. But the fiſhermen, when they came ſo 
neere him,that it was timeto throwe outarope,by which hold they might draw him, 
their fimplicitie bred ſuch amaſemenx, and their amaſement ſuch ſuperſtition , that 
(afſuredly thinking it was ſome God begatten betweene Neprone and. Yenw , that 


| bad madeallthis terrible flaughter) as they went vnder faile by bim, held vp their | 


hands and made their prayers. Which when Ma/idorus ſaw, though he were almoſt 
as much raviſhed with ioy, as they with afteniſhment,hEleapt to the Mariner,and 
tookethe cord out of his hand and (ſaying, doeftthou live, and art well? who anſ- 
wered, thou canſt tell beft, ſince moſtofmy well being ſtands in thee, )tbrew;it out, 
bur alreadie the ſhip was paſt beyond Pirocles : and therefore Muſidorw could doe 
no more bur perſwade the Mariners to caſt about againe,afluring them that he was 
buta man, although of motb dinineexcellencies, and promiſing great rewards for

And now they werealreadie come vpon the ftayes; when one of the ſailers deſcri- 
ed a Galley which came-with failes.and oares direQly in the chaſe of themz and 
ſtreight perceived it wasa well knowen Pirate, who hunted not onely forgoods but 


for bodies of men , which he employed cithertobe his Galley. flaues, or to ſell at

Bur within ſome dayes after, the marriage betweene Argelus and the faire Pars 
rhenia m__—_— celebrated, D«jphantus and Paladins ſelling ſome of their Tewels; 
furtiiſhed thernſelues of verie faire apparell, meaning to do honour to their loving 
hoſt; who as much for their ſakes, as tor their mariage, ſet forth'each thing org 
gorgeous manner.Burallithe coſt beſtowed did not ſo much enrich, nor all the fine 
decking ſo much beaurifie, nor all the daintie deviſes ſo much delight, as thefaire- 
neſle of Parthexia,the pearle of all the maides of Mantivea: whoas the went to'the 
Temple tobe maried, her eyesthem ſeluesſeemed a Temple, wherein loue 8& beantie* 
weremarried; her lips though they were kept cloſe with modeft filence;yet with 
prety kind ofnaturall ſwelling, they ſeemedrco invite thegueſts that lookt on chem; 
her cheekes bluſhing, and withall when ſhe was ſpoken vnto , a little ſmiling, were 
like Roſes, when their leaues are with alitrle breath ſtirred; her haire being laideat 
the full length downe her backe, bare [hew asif the voward failed, yerthat wonld' 
conquer. Daiphantus marking ber, O'1aptter (ſaith he ſpeaking to Paladins)how 
happens it, that beautie'is onely confined to Arcadia? But Palladins not greatly at- 
rending his ſpeech, ſome daies were continuedinthe folemnizingthe mariage, with 
all conceipts that might deliver delight to mens fancies. 

But ſuch a chaunge was grownein Daiphantus,that ( as if cheerefulneſſe had bin 
tedioufnes;and good entertainment were turnedtodiſcourteſic)he would ener get 
himſelfe alone, though almoſt when he was in company; he wasalone; ſo lictle at- 
tention he gaue to any tharſpeake vnto him :euenthe colour and figureofhis face 
beganto receiveſome alteration, which kehewedlitle to heed: butevery morning 
earcly going abroad, cither to the Gardenzor to fome woods toward the deſert;it* 
ſeemed his onely comfort was robe without a comforter. But long it could not be 
hid from Paladims,whom true loneimade readiero marke, and long knowledge able 
to marke; and herefore being now growne wearie of his abodein” Arcadia, batting 
informed bimſelfe fully of the ſtrength-and riches ofthe countrey , ofthe-nature of 
the people;and maner oftheirlawes:and ſeting the Court could not be viſired,pro= 
hibited ro all men, but ro certaine ſhepheardith people; he greatly deſired aſpeedie 
returneto his owne countrey, afterthe manie mazes of fortune he had troden. But 
perceiving this greatalrerationinhis: friend, he chought firft to breake with him 
thereof; and thenro haſten his retuirne'; whereofbe found bim but ſmally enclined: 
whereupon one day taking him alone with'certaine graces and connitenances; as if 
he were difputing with the trees, beganin this manerro ſay varo him, ff #4 0 

A minde well trainedand longexerciſed in vertue (my ſweet ahd worthy covfin) 
doth noteafily chaungeany courſe ir once vnderrakes, but vpon weltgrounded and 
well wayed cauſes; Forbeing witnefle roit ſelfe of his owne inward good , it findes 
nothing withourit of fo-high a price; for which ir:ſhonld be alrered. Even the verie. 
countenance and behauiour of fuch'a man doth ſhew'forth Images ofthe ſame cdn- 
ftancie,by maintainingaright harmony berwixrirandtheinward goodiin yeelding 
it ſelfe ſatable to the vertuous reſolution ofthe mide.” This ſpeech 1 dire&to you 
(noble friend Pyrecles)theexcellencieof.whoſemind and well choſencourſe in ver- 
tue, if I do not ſafficiently know, having ſeeneſachraredemonſirations of it, it is 
my weakneſſe,and not your vnworthineſſe: but agindeed Tknoweit;/and knowing 
it moſt dearelyloue both ir,andbimtharhath icſomuſt I needs fay, that ſince gnr 
harecomming into this country; I haut marked inyou;Twill not fay an alceration; 
buta relenting truly , & aſlacking ofthe maine career,you had ſo'notably begu#/& 
almoſt performed,& that in ſuch ſort,as I cannot find ſufficient reaſon in my great 
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my acquaintance with you makes meea(ily find) this in effe& to anie man;may be 


manifeſt chac wheras you were wont in ali places you came,to give your lelfe.vehe-- 
mently to the knowledge of thoſe things which might better your minde, to ſecke. 


the familiaricie of excellent men inlearning and ſouldiery;and laſtly,to putalſtheſe 
things in praQile both by continuall wiſe proceeding,and worthy entrepriſes,as oc+ 
caſionfell for them; you now leaueall theſe things vadone : you let your mind fall 


aſleep: beſide your countenance troubled, which ſurely comes not of vertue;for ver-: 


tue(like the clecre beaven)is without clouds:and laftly,you ſubieR your ſelfe to oli. 
tarines;the ſliecnemy,that doth moſt ſeperate a man from weldoing. ?yrocles mind 
was all chis while ſo fixed vpo another deuotion, that he no moreartetiuely marked 
\his friends diſcourſe,then the child that hath leaue toplay, marks the laſt part of his 
lefſon;or the diligent Pilot in a dangereus tempeſt dothattend the vnskiltull words 
of a paſſenger: yet the very ſound haning imprinted the general points of his ſpeech 


in his heart, pierced with any miſlike of ſo deerely an eſteemed friend, &defirous by / 


degrees to bring him to a gentler conſideration of him,witha ſhamefac't looke(wit- 
nefling herather conldnor help, then did not know his fault)anſwered him tothis 

rpole; Excellent Msſidors, in the praiſe you gaue me in the begioniogof your 
ſpecch, I ealily acknowledge the force of your good will vnto me, for neither could 
you have thought ſo well of me, ifextremity of loue had not madeyouriudgmenc 
partiall, nor you could haue loued me ſo entirely,if you had not binaptromake ſo 


| great(though vndeſerued)iudgements ofme;and cuenſomuſt I ſay tothoſeimper- 


feions, to which though I haue euerthrough weakenes beene ſubicR, yet you by 
the daily mcnding of your mind haue of late binable to looke intothem, which be- 
foreyou could notdiſcerne; ſo that the change you ſpeake of , falls not out by my 
impairing,but by your bettering. And yet vnderthe leaue of your better iudgmear, 
I muſt needs ſay thus much, my deere couſin, that I find not my ſelfe wholly to be 
condemned, becauſe I do not with continuall vehementie follow thoſeknowledges, 
- which you call the bettering of my mind; for both the mind it ſelfemuſt (like other 
things) ſomtimes be vabent, or elſe it will be either-weakned, or broken: Andtheſe 
knowledges, as they are of good vſe, ſoare they not all the mind may ftretchitſelfe 
vnto: who knowes whether I feed not my mind with higher thoughts? Truly, as I 
know notallthe particularities, ſo yer I ſeethe bounds of all theſe knowledgrs: but 
the workings of the mind, I finde much more infinice, then can be led vato. by the 
eye, orimagined by any,that diſtraQtheir thoughts without themlelues.. 
Andin ſuch contemplation, or (as Ithinke) mereexcellent, I enioy my folicari- 
neſle, &my ſolitarines perchance,is.the nurſe oftheſe conremplations Eagles we ſee 
flie alone, & theyarebut ſheep, which alwaics Heard cogether;condemnenot ther- 
fore tny mind ſometimes to enioy itelfe; nor blame not the caking of ſuck times as 
ſerue mol fir forit: And alas, deare Mu/idoras, if I be adde, who knowes better 


then you theiuſt cauſes I have of ſadneſle ? And here Pyrocles ſuddenly Ropped, 


like a man vnſatisfiedin himſelfe;, though his wit might well haue ſerued to haue 
fatis fied another. And a aes'y 2 countenance, as though hee deſired hee 
ſhould know his minde without hearing him ſpeake, and yet defirous to ſpeake, 
to breathe ou: ſome part of his inward cuill, ſendiagagaine new bloudto bis tace,he 
continned his ſpeechinthis maner : And Lord (deere couſin, ſaid hee) dooth not 
the pleaſantnes of thisplace carrie in itſelfe ſufkicient reward for any timeloſt in ir? 

Doe you not ſee how all things conſpire togetherto make this country " _— 
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dwellitig? Doe you not ſeethe grafſe, how in colourthey excelithe Emeralds,enery 
one firiuing to paſſe his fellow, and yet they are all kept ofanequal} height? And fee 
you notthe reſt of theſe beautyfoull lowers, each of which wouldrequire a mans wie 
to know, and his life to exprefſe? Do not theſe ſtatcly trees ſeeme'to maintaine their 
flouriſhing old age with the only happinefle of their ſear, being clogthed with a c6- 
tinuall fpring, becauſe no beautie here ſhould ever fade? Doth nor the ayre breath 
healeb;which the birds(delightfull both to eare & eye)do daily folemnize with tho 
ſweet conſent of their voices? Is not enerie Ecchothereofa perfeRt Mulick ? & theſe 
freſh & delightfull brookes how ſlowly they ſlide away,aslothto leaue the compa- 
nicot ſo many things vnited in perfefion? and with how ſweet a murmure they 
Aamenttheir forced departure? Certainly,certainly,coufin,it muſt needs bethar ſome 
goddefle inhabither this Region, who is the ſoule of this foile : for neither is any 
lefſe then a goddefle, worthy to be ſhrined in ſach a beape of pleaſures:nor any lefle 
thenagoddeſle could haue made it ſo perfeR a plorte of the celeftiall dwellings. 
And ſoended with a deepe ſight, rewtully caſting his eye vpon Maſidoris as more 
deſirous of pittiethen pleading. But Maſiderus hadallthis while beld his looke 
fixed vpon Pyrocles countenance ; and with no lefle Joving attention marked how 
| his words proceeded from him : butin both thele , he perceived ſuch ſtrange diners 
| firies, thatthey rather increaſed new doubts , then- gaue him ground to fettle anie 
iudgement: for beſides hiseyes ſometimes euen great with teares, the oft changing 
of his colour, with a kind of ſhaking vaſtayedneflc over all his body,he might fee in 
his countenance ſome great determination mixed with fearezand might perceiuein 
bim ſtore of thoughts, rather ſtirred then digeſted; bis words interrupted continu- 
ally with fighes (which ſerued as a burthen to each ſentence) and the renour of bis 
ſpeech (though of his wonted phraſe)aot knit togerher rooneconſtant end but ra- 
ther diflolued in it ſelfe, as the vehemencie ofthe inward pafſon preuailed: which 
made Maſidorus frame his an{were neereſt to that humour, which ſhould ſooneſt 
put out the ſecret.

When hee found Pyroclesleave that, and fall into ſuch ar 
affe&ed pray ling of the place, heleft it likewiſe, and ioyned with him therin : be- 
cauſe he found him tn that humour vtter more ſtore of paſſion; and even thus kind- 
Iy embracing him,he ſaid, Your words are ſuch '(noblecouſin) ſo ſweetly &firong- 
ly handledinthe praiſe of ſolitarines, as they would make melikewiſe yeelde my 
{cIte vp into it, but that the ſame words make me know, iris more pleaſant toenioy 
the companie of him chat can ſpeake ſuch words,then by ſuch words to be perſwa- . 

ded to'tollow ſolitarines. Andeuen fo doe I giue you leave (fweer Pyrocles Thiee to 
defend ſolirarines;, ſo long as to defend it, yon ener keepe companie.

conceiue greater wo.But that by & by,an vnbappy occaſion made Ampbiales paile 
bimſelfe in ſorrow:for Philoxenwswas burnewly dead, when there comes tothe lawie 
place,the aged and vertuous Timerhews; who (having heard of kis ſonnes ſodaine & 
paſhionate manner of parting from my Court) had followed him as fpecdily as he 
could: but alas not ſo ſpeedily,but that be found him dead before he could onertake 
hica-Though my heart be nothing bura ſtage of Tragedies, yet muſt conſeſſe, it is 
eyenvnableto beare the miſerable repreſentation thereafzktiowing Amphialuand 
Timbers as | haue done. Alas what ſorrow, what amaſement,whbat ſhame wasin 
Amphialus,when he ſaw his deere fofter father,find him the killer of bis only ſonge? 


In my heart [know, he wiſhed mountaines hadlaine vpon him, to-keepehim from 


that meeding, As for Tim9rhew,lorrow of bis ſonne, and (Ithinkeprincipally) vn- 
kindrſefle of 4mphia/as ſo deuoured his vitall ſpirits, that able ro ſay no morebue -- 
Ampbialus, amphialus,haue I? he ſanke to the earth, andpreſently died; T9875 -

Which 
when once it was enacted, not onely by,the cominaltic of Pafſtons, but agreed 
vnto by her moſt noble Thoughts, and that Reaſon irſclfe (not yet experienced 
in theifſues.of ſuch matters) had granted his royallaflent, then Friendſhip (a diti- 
. gent officer) tooke care to ſee the ſtatute throughly obſerued. Then grew ofthat. 
nor onely ſhee did.imitate the fobernefle of her countenance, the gracefulneſſe of 
her ſpeech, but cuen their particular geſtures: ſo thatas Ze/mane did often eye her, 
ſhe would often eye Ze/mane,andas Zelmaxes cycs would deliver aſubmiſſiue,bur 
vehement dcfirein their looke, ſhe,thoughas yer ſhee had not rhe defire in her, yer 
ſhould hereyes anſwer in like piercing kindneſſe of a looke. ' Ze/mane as mitch as 
Gynecias icaloufie would ſuffer,defired ro bee neere Philoclea; Philgctes, as much as 
Gynecias iealoufic would ſuffer, deſired tobe neere Zelmane, It Zelmanetooke her 
hand,and ſoftly ſtrained ir, thee alſo (thinking theknors of friendſhip ovehtro bee 
mutuc1l) would (witha ſweerte faſtneſſe) ſhew ſhe was loth to partfrom it. And if 
Zelmaneſighed,ſhe would ſigh alſo;when Ze/mare was fad, ſhe deemed it wifdome, 
andtnerefore ſhe would be {ad too.  Zelmanes languiſhing countenance with croſt 
armes,and ſometimes caſt-yp eyes, ſhee thought ro hauc anexcellent grace: and 
thercforc ſhe alſo willingly put on the ſame countenance :/ till ar the laſt (poore 
| ſoulg,erc ſhe were aware): ſhee accepted nat onelyrhe badge, bur the ſervice; -not 
onely the figne, but the paſſion ſignified; Forwhetherit were, thather witin'con- 
tinuance did finde, that Ze/mexes friendſhip was full of imparient'defite, having 
wore than ordinarie limits,& thereforeſhewas content to ſecond Zrlmane;though 
herſelfe knew not the limits;or that ifvtruth, true love. (well confidered) bath an 
infetiue power; atlaſtſhee fell in acquaintance with:lpues: hatbinger; wiſhing :

he wanted but horſe and apparell to bee as brauea courtieras the beſt, ſonow bru- 
ſed with proofe, hee proclaimed ita folly for aman of wiſcdome to put'himſelfe 
vnder thetuition of a beaſt; ſo as Dores was faine alone to take the Ring. 'Where- 
in truely at leaſt my womaniſh eyes could not diſcerne, bur thar taking his ſtaffe 
from his thigh, the deſcending ira little downe, the getting of itvpiinto the reſt, 
the letting ofthe point fall, andtaking the Ring, was but all one motion, at leaſt 
( ifthey were diuers motions) they did ſo ſtealingly Lippe one”inro another, as 
the latter part was cuer in hand, before the eye could di 
ended. Indeed Dametas found fault that hee ſhewed nomore ſtrength in ſhaking 
of his ſtaffe : but to my conceite the fine cleaneneſle of bearing it was exceeding 
delightfull. | Tel ff gy 91901;

But how' much 
more I found reaſon tolike him, the more I ſer all the ſtrengrh of mind to ſuppreſle 
ir, or at leaſt ro conceale ig. Indeed I muſt confeſle, that as ſome Phyſitians haue 
told me,that when one is cold outwardly,he is notinwardly, ſotruly rhe coldaſhes 
layd vpon my fire,did not take the nature of fire fromit. Fultofren hath my-breaſt 
{ſwollen with keeping my fighes impriſoned; tull often haue'thereares I draue back 
from mineeyes,turned back to drowne my heart.Bur alas whart did that help poore 
Dorus?whoſeeyes(being his diligent intelligencers)could carry vnto him no other 
news,but diſcomfortable.I think no day paſt, but byſome one invention he would 
appeare vnto me to teſtifie his loue.One time he daunced the Marachinedauncein 
armour(O with whata gracefull dexteritic ! ) Ithinke to make mce ſee, that he had 
been brought vp in ſuch exerciſes: another time he perſwaded his maſter{rs make 
my time ſeem ſhorter)in maner of a Dialogue,to'play Priemas,while he playd Pars. 
Thinke({weer Fhilecles)what a Priames we had: but truly, my Paris wasa #ars, and 
more than a Peri : who while in a ſauage apparel}, with nakednecke,armes;6: legs, 
hee made loue to Oenone,you might well ſce by his changed countenance, and rue 
reares, that hee felt the part hee playd. Tell me (ſweet Fhilor/dg ) did yoneuer ſee 
ſuch a ſhepheard ? tell me, did you ener heare of ſuch a Prince 2 \And then rell me, 
if a ſmall or vaworthy affault have conquered mee. Truely I would hate my life, 
if Ithought vanitie led mee. But {ince my parents deale ſo cruclſly with mee, ir is 
time for mee to truſt ſomething to my owne judgement. Yet hitherto haue my 


looks beene as I rold you, which continuing after many of theſe his fruitleſſe trials,

Inthis,and a much worſe plight than it is fit to trouble yourexcellent cares with- 
all, did the king Exarchws finde his eſtatezwhen hee tooke vpon him the regiment : 
which by reaſon of the long ſtreame of abuſe, hee was forced to ſtabliſh by fome 
euenextreame ſeueritic, not ſo much for rhe very faults themſclues, ( which he ra- 
ther ſaught to preuent than to puniſh ) as for the faultic ones, who ſtrong, even in 
their faults, ſcorned his youth, and could nar learne to diſgeſt, that the man which 
they Tolong had vied to maske their owne appetites, ſhould now be the reducerosf 
them into order. But ſo ſoone as ſome few ( but indeed notable ) examples, had 
thundered a duric into the ſubieds hearts, hee ſoone ſhewed, nobaſeneſle of ſuſpi- 
tion,nor the baſeſt baſeneſſe of enuy,couldany whit rule ſuch a Ruler.But then ſhi-

He euen in reaſon diſdaining, that they that have 
charge of beaſts,ſhould louetheir charge, and care forthem , andrhat hee that was 
to gouernethe moſt excellent creature, thould nor loue ſo noble a charge. And 
therefore, where moſt Princes ( ſeduced by fattericto build vpon falſe grounds of 
gQuernment ) make themſclues (as it were ) another thing fromthe people; and-o - 
count it gaine what they get: from them,z and (as it were two counter-ballances, 
that theireſtate ecs higheſt when the people goes loweſt)by a fallacy of argument 
thinking themſclues moſt kings, whea the ſubie@ is molt baſely ſubicRed; He coh- - 
trariwiſc, vertuouſly and wiſcly. acknowledging, that hee with his people made all 


bur one politike body, whereof himſelfe was the headzeuen fo cared for themyas he 
would for his owfte [ mmes : neuer reſtraining theirliþertic, without jit-ſtrerched 
to licenriouſneſſe, nor pulling from themtheir goods, which they found were not 
imployed to the purchaſe of, a greater good : bur! inall his actions, ſhewing a:de- 
light if their welfare, broughtrhar to paſſe;that while hy force he tqgk nothing;by 
rheir lone he had all.

atedious delay of following his owne humour for his friends ſake,rill now beinj 

both ſent for by 'Zaerchus, and finding Pprocles able euery way to goethorow wit 

thatkinde of lite,he was as deſirous for his fake, as for his owne.,toenter into it; So 
therefore preparing a nauic,thatthey might goe like themfelues,and not only bring 
che comfort of their preſence, bur of their power, to their deere parent Ezarchns, 
they recommended themſclues to the Sea, leauing theſhoare of 'The//a/ie full of 
reares and vowes;and were receiued thereon with ſo ſmo6othand ſmiling a face, as 
if Neptenc had asthen learned falſely to fawne on-Princes. The wind was like a ſer- 
uant, wayting behinde them ſo iuft,that they might fill the ſayles as they liſted;and 
| thebeſt ſaylers ſhewing themſelues leſſe couerous of his liberalitie, ſo tempered ir, 
thar they all-keptrogerher like a beautifull locke, which ſo well could obey theit 
maſters pipe: withour ſometimes, to delight the Princes eyes, ſome two or three 
of them would ſtrive, who could(either by the cunning of well ſpending the winds 
breath;or by the aduantageous building of their mouing houſes) leaue'their fel- 
lowes behinde them in the honour of ſpeede*: whilethe two Princes had leiſurero 
ſee the practice of that, which before they had learned by bookes * ro conſider the 
arte of catching/the winde priſoner,to no other end, but ro rufine away with it; ro: 
ſce how beautie,and viecan fo well agteetogether,thar ofallthe trinkets, wherwith 
they are attired, there is not one bur ſcrues to- fome-neceflary purpoſe, And (O 
Lord)to ſee the admirable power and noble effetts of Lou, whereby the ſeeming 
inſenſible Loadſtone, with aſecret beautic(holding the ſpirit of iron in it)can draw 
that hard-hearrcd thing vntoir, and: {like a vertuous miltreſſe) not onely make it 
bow it ſelfe, bur with ir make it aſpire to ſo high a Loue, as of the heauenly Poles ; 
andrhereby tobring forth the nobleſt deedes, that the ctuldren of the Earth can 


boaſt of. And ſothe Princes delighting their conceits with confirming their know<' 


ledee,ſecing wherein the Sea-diſcipline differed from Land-ſeryice, rhey had for a 
day.and almoſt a whole night, as pleafing entertainement, asthe t:1ſeſt heart could 
giueto him he meanes worſtto, g_ ; 

But by that the next morning began a little to-make a gilden ſhew of a good 
meaning, there aroſe euen with the Sunne, a vaile of darkecloudes before his face; 
which ſhortly(like inke powred into water)had blacked ouer all the face of heauen, 
preparing(asirt were)a mourtiefull ſtage fora Tragedie to be played on. For forth- 
with the windes began to ſpeake lowder,and as ina tumulrnous kingdom,tothinke 


themſelues fitteſt inſtruments of commandement; and blowing whole ftormes of. 


haileand rainevpon them, they were ſooner in danger,than they could almoſt be- 
thinke themſelues of change. For then rhe trayterous Sea began ro ſwell in pride a- 
94inſt the afflicted Nauie, vader which (while the heauen fauoured them) it had 
layne ſocalmety;making mountaines of it ſelfe,ouer which the toffed andtorterir 
ſhip ſhould clime,ro be ſtreight carried downe againe to a pit of helliſhdarkneſſfe; 
withſoch cruel} blowes againſt the ſides of the ſhip/rhat, which way ſocuer it wenr, 
was ſtill in his malice) thatthere was left neither power to ſtay, nor way roeſcape. 
And fhortly hadit ſo diſeuered the louing companie, which the day” before had 
tarried together,thar moſt ofthem neuer meragaine, but were fwallowed vp in his 
. neuer-ſarisfied mouth. Some indeede (as ſince was knowne) after long wandring, 
returhed into Theſalie; other recouered KG as and fſerucd Zxarchys in his

not howto Fea, and it they knew,they:could ſcarcely(when they direQed)heare 
their owne whiſtle. Forthe'ſea ſtraue with the windes whichſhould be lowder, 
and the ſhrouds of the ſhip with aghaſtfull noiſe ro'them that were in ir, witneſſed, 
thattheir ruine was thewaper ofthe others contention, and: the heauen' roaring 
out thunders the more amazed them, as having thoſe powers for.enemies. Cer- 

tainly there is-no danger carries with it-more horror, thanthat' which growes in 
choſc floting kingdomes. For that dwelling place is ynoaturall romankinde, :and 


then the terribleneſſe of thecontinuall morion,thedeſolation ofthe far-beirip from 
comfort, theeye and the earc having ougly images cuer before it;:doth ſtillvexe 
the minde,cuen when it is beſt armed againſt it. Bur thus che day paſt (if rhar mighe 
becalled day) while the cunningeſt marriners were ſo conqueregby theſtorm,as 
they thought. it beſt with Rriken ſayles to yeeld ro be gouerned by jt: rhe valianteſt 
feeling inward diſmaycdaes,and yer the teartulleſtaſhamed fullyto ſhew'ir, ſeeing 
that the Princes (who were to part fromthe greareſt-fortunes)! did in their coun- 
renancesaccuſe no point of feare, but encouragivg them todoc what might bee = 
done (putting their handsto euery moſt painetull office ) taughtthem- ac one'in- 
ſtant ro promiſe themſclues the beſt,and yerttodeipiſethe worſt;! Rurſo were they 
carried by the tyrannie of the wind,and thetreaſon of the Sca,all tharnight,which 
the elder it was,the more way wardic ſhewed it ſclfrowards them: tillthe nexr'mor- 
ning(knowne to be a morning better by. rhe houre-glaſle, than by-the day cleere- 
neſle)hauing run fortune ſoblindly,as it ſclfe ever was painted; leſt the conclufion 
fhouldnot anſwerto the reſt of the play,rhey were. driuen vporrarock: which tid- 


-den with thoſe outragious waues,did,as it were,cloſelydiflemble/his cruellminde,

onof pracice,partly with glory of ( inpart) reuenging his couſins death,rheking 
was ſodainly turned(andeuery rurne wit-him was a downe-fall)to locke them vp 
in priſon.,as ſeruants to his enemies,whom before hee had never knowae, nor( till 
thattime one of his owne ſubics had entertained and dealt forthem)did cuer take 
heedof.

roches to Muſidorws and Pprocles,as if they had donetraiterouſly, and not heroi- 
cally in killing his tyrannicall couſin,» 5. 4 4 alt 20:29 
But that inturie went beyond all degree of reconcilement ; ſothat they making 
forces'in Phrygra(a kingdome wholly-attheir commandement, bytheloue of the * 
people, and gratefulneſle of the king ):they entred his countrie; and wholly con- 
quering it/with ſuch deeds as at leaſt Fame1aid wereexcellent)rooke the king, and 
by Ad»ſidorss commandement(Pyrocles hearr more enclining.topiric)he was ſlaine 
vpon the tombe of their twotrue ſeruants,, whichthey cauſedro'be inadefor them 
with royallexpences, and notable workmanthip topreſerue their:dead lines. For 
his wicked ſeruanr, hee ſhould haue feltrhe like, or worſe, but that his heare brake 
euen to death with the beholding the honour done to their dead carcafles. There 
might Pyroc/es quietly haueenioyed that Crowne, by allthe deſire of that people, 
moſtof whom had reuolted vnto him : bur hee finding a lifter of the late kings/(a 
faire and well eftcemed Lady)looking for nothing more, than to beoppreſſed with 
her brothers ruines, gaue her in mariage tothe Nobleman his 'farhiers old friend; 
andendowed them with the Crowne of that kingdome. - Andinot/content- wirk 
thoſe publike ations, of princely, and as it were) gouerning vertue, they did( in 
that kingdome and ſome other neere about ) diuers as of parricularrrialls, more 
famous, becauſe more perilous.

#ans tay to the laſt of the combar: & when ſhe ſaw vs light down;to'ſee whathelp 
'wemight doetothe helplefſe Paladrus, ſhe came running madly vnro vs;rthen no 

when the had no more power to hurr. - Burt when ſhee pe 
hurt, and that his hurt was ſo deadly; as that alreadie 
his life had toft the vſe of the reaſonable,& almoit fenfible part; then only did miſ- 

. forrune lay hisown ouglineſſe ypon her faulr,and niake her fee whar ſhe had done, 
and ro whatſhe was come; eſpecially, finding in vs rather deteftation than pittie, 
(conſidering the lofle of that young Prince) and reſolution preſently to depart, 
which ſtill ſhe laboured toftay.Bur deprived of all comfort, witheyes full of death, 

ſhe ranne to her fonnes dagger, and betore wee were aware of tt (who elfe would 
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have ſtayed it) ſtrake her ſelfeamortall wound.” Burthen her louc, though nor her 
perſon,awaked pitic it vs, ahd I went roher, while Maſidorss laboured about Pal. 
adins. But the wound was paſt the cure of a better Surgeon:than my ſelfe, fo as [ 
could but receiue ſome. few of her dying words, which were curſings of herill 
ſeraffeRion, and wiſhing vato mee many croſſesand ———_ in my loue,when- 
ſaeuer I ſhould loue,wherein I feare, and onely feare that herprayer is from abohe 
granted. But the noiſc ofthis fight, andiflue thereof being blazed by the country 
people to ſame noble men thereabours,they came thither, and finding the wrong 
offered vs,letivs goe on our:iourney, we hauing recommended thoſe royall' badies 
vatothem to be conucied totheking of teria, With that Philoclea, ſeeing the teares 
Randin hiseyes with remembrance of Pa//adins,but much more of chat whichther- 
upon grew,ſhe would needs drinka kifſe from thoſe eyes, & he ſuck another from 
kerlips, whercat ſhe bluſhed,and yet kiſſed him againe ro hide her bluſhing: which 
had almoſt brought Pyroc/es into another diſcourſe, but that ſhe with ſo ſweet a ri- 
gor forbad him, that he durſt nor rebell, though he found it a great warre to ke 
that peacc, but was faine to goe on in his ſtoric : for ſo ſhe ablolutely-bad him, and 
hedurſtnotknow how to diſobey, 

| So (ſaid he)parting from that place before the Sunne had much abaſed himſelfe 
of his greateſt height, wee ſaw fitting vpon the drie ſands (which yeelded at that 


' timeavery- hot refletion) a faire Gentlewoman, whoſe geſture accuſed her of 


much ſorrow,andeuery way ſhewed ſhe cared not what paine ſhe put her body to,

Thou art vatrue, Pemphilus, thou 
art vatrue, and wde is me therefore. How oft didſtrhou ſweare voto mee, that the 
Sunne ſhould looſe his lighr,and the rockes runne vp and downe like little kiddes, 
before thou wouldeſt falfific rhy faith to mes Sunne therefore put outthy ſhining, 


.and rockes runne madde for ſorrow,for Famphrles is falſe. Butalas the Sunne keeps 


his light,though thy faith be darkened, the rockes ſtand ſtill, thopgh thou change 
likea wethercocke.O foole that I am, that thought I could graſpe water, and binde 
the winde.I might well haue knowne theeby orhers, but I would nor; and rather 
wiſhed to learne poiſon by drinking ic my ſelfe,while my loue helped thy wordsto 
deceiue me.

But my promiſcgiuven,and giuen to Ze/mwane,and to Zelmenedying,preuailed more 
with me,than my friendſhipro 44ufidorss: though —_— I may affirme, no» - 
thing had ſogreatrulejn my choughts as that: Burt my promiſe caried methe caficr, 
becauſe Meſfidorsr himifelfe would not ſuffer mee to breake ir.

brocher-Lyoxerss.This old knight ſtill chirſting for revenge, vicd (as the' way toir) 
for him.?/exirrasin his youth 
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thegoingforward'oftheir badenrerpriſe, while the 
providence, which made vsſo behavie dur ſelues, | 
Bur when we came within halfe a dayes{ayling of the ſhore, ſo that they ſawic 
was ſpeedily, or notatall to bedone; the Gand Iremember it was about the firſt 
- watchinthe night)came tothe captain 8& whiſpered the Councellor in thecare:Bur 
he(asit ſhould Ceme)diſſwaded him from it: the Captaine/(who had bina Pyrare 
from his youth, and often blouded in it) witha loud voyce ſware, thatif Plexirtme- 
bad him, he would not ſticke to kill God hinfſelfe. And therewith calld his mares, 
 andin the kings name willed hem to rake vs aliue or dead;encouraging them with 
theſpoyle of vs, which he ſaid (and indeed was true) wouldyeeld many exceeding 
rich jewels.

But then wee knew it time rather'to encounter, than waite for miſthiefe. And 
ſo againſt the Captaine we went, who ſtraightwas cnuironed with 'moſt pare 6f 
the Souldiers and Mariners.

Counſellour,who'r=ceiued a mortall wound; miſtaken of one of his' owne fide. 
Some of the wiſer would call toparley, andwiſh-peace: but while the words of 
peace 
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eacewereintheir mouthes, ſome of theircuill auditors gate them death for thei 
Fi c.So that no man almoſt could conceive hope of living, but by being laſt alive : 
andthereforecuery one was willing to make himſelfe roome, 'by diſpatching al- 
moſt any other: ſo that the great numberinthe ſhip was reduced to. exceeding few, 
when of thoſe tewthe moſt part, weary 6fthole troubles, leapt intothe boatywhich 


was faſt to the ſhip: but while they that were firſt were 'cutting off the rope. thar 
yed it, others came leaping in ſo diſorderly, that they drownedboth the bogtand 
mſclues. tits | urorbee 
But while cuen in that little remnant, like the children'of Cadres, we continued 
ſtill ro {lay one another, a fire, which(whether by the deſpcratemalice of ſame, or 
intention to ſeparare, oraccidentally while all things were-caſt yp and downe) is 
ſhould ſeeme had taken a good while before, burneuer heeded of vs; who onely 
thought to preſerue or reuenge, now violently burſt out in manyrplaces,and began 
ro maſterthe principall parts of the ſhip. Then neceflicie made vice, yiat acom- 
mon enemie lets at one a ciuill watre : forthat little all-we are, as if wee had beeng 
waged by ſome man roquench a fire, ſtraight wentto reſiſt that farious enemie by. 
all art & labour:but it was roo late,for already it didembraceand deuour from the 
. ſerne to the waſte of the ſhip: ſoas labouring invainggre were driven to get vp to - 
the prowe ofthe ſhip,by the worke of nature ſeekingto preſerue life as long as wee 
could: while truly it was a ſtrange and vgly fight, to ſee fohugea fire, as irquickly 
rew,to bee inthe ſea, andin the night,as if it had cometo'lightvs co death. And 
- & by ic had burned offche maſt, which all this while had proudly bornetheſaile 
(the wind,as might ſeemec,delightedto caric fireand bloud in his mouth) bue now 
itfcll over boord,and the fire growing neerer vs, it wasnor onely terrible in reſpeRt 
of what we were toattend,but inſupportable through xhe heat of it, 41 fe 
-Sothat wee were conſtrained to bide it no longer,; but difarming and ſtripping 
our ſclucs,and laying our (clues vpon ſuch things, as weerhought might helpe our 
ſwimming to the land.toofarre for our owneſtrengrh' ro beare vs, my couſin. and. 
I threw our {clues into the Sea.But I had fwommea very little way, when'I felt,by 
reaſon of a wound I had,that I ſhould not be ablerto abide the trauell : 8 rherefore 
ſceing the maſte, whoſe tackling had beene burnt off, flote cleare from the ſhip, I 
ſwam vato.it,and getting on ir,[ found mine owne ſiverd, which by chance, when. 
Ithrew it away,caughtby a peece of cannas, had hung tothe maſte, I wasglad,be- 
cauſe I louedit well;but gladder, when I ſawattheother end the Captaine of the 
ſhip and of allthis miſchiefe;who hauing a long pike, belike had borne himſeltevp . 
with thar,till he had ſethimſclfvpon rhe maſt, Bur when I perceincd him, Yillaine, 
aid I, doſtthouthinke ro ouerlive ſo many honeſt men, whom thy falſhood hath 
broughttodeſtrution? With that beſtriding the maſt, I gat by lirtle and lirele to- 
oy - him,after ſuch a manneras boyes are wonr, ifeuer you ſaw that ſport, when 
they ride the wilde mare. And he perceiuing my intention, like a fellowthar had 
much morecourage than honeſtic, ſet himſclfe roreſiſt : burT had 1n ſhort ſpace 
gotten within him,and(giuing bim a ſound blow)ſenrhim ro feed fiſhes. Bur there

who would quickly ſcornefollies,and repine at iniuries.: But imagining no ſo true 
propertie of ſoueraigntie,as todowhathe liſted ,atid to-liſt whatſowice pleaſed his 
fancy,hequickly made his. Kingdomea-Teniſcourt, where his ſubiefts ſhould bee 
the balles, not intruth cruelly, but licenciouſly abuſing them; prefumiag ſo far vp- 
on himſelf,that what he did was liked -of every body::-nay,that bis difgraces were 
fauours,&all becauſe he was a king.Fot in/Natutenotable ro conteiuethe bounds 
of. great matters (ſuddenly horneinto-an-vnknowne Ocean ofablolute power) he 
was ſwayed withal, he knew not how.as every wind of patſionsputfedhim, Wher- 
to nothing helped him betrer, than that poyſonous ſugar of flatterie : which ſome 
vicd;out of the innate baſeneſſc of their heart, ſtraight likedogsfawiningyponithe 
greateſt : orhersſecrerlyhating hin, and-diſdayninghisgreatciſing ſoft 
vndeſeruedly(finding his humour) bent their exalring hum-onlyto:his overthrow; 
likethe bird thatcarriestheſhtl-Hiſh high,co breake hinythe cafierxvith his fall.Bur 
his minde (being an apt matterto recejne what formetheir amplifying ſpeeches 
would lay vponit)danchd ſo pretty ameaſiiretothelt Falſe miuſiclethar he rbought 
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-nſclfethewiſeſt &worthieſt and beſt beloued,.rhat euer;gage honqurtotopall : 
1c, And being bur obſcurely borne; he had found ouryabluſhing pedegrees, that - 
made him notonly;of the blaud royallbut trug heireghpugh voiuſh Iitbollelt by SS 3 
" rons's Anceſtors, Andlikethefoolith bird,rhat when it ſo hides the head chatie = "ff 
ſcesnotir ſelfe, thinkes no badyelle ſecsat : ſo did he imagine that ng-body knew 
his baſcneſſe, while be himſclfc tured hiseyes fromit,,; . rl Hot 
Then vaincnelle (a meager friend to gratetulneſſe)brought him ſg 10 deſpiſeB- 
rane, as of whom he had receiued no-benefit;that within halte a years marriage he 
began to pretend barrenneſle:& making firſt anvnlawfull law of hayingmo wiucs 
thanonc,he ſtill keeping Er995 vnder-hand, by meſſages ſought 4»#axi4:who ug 
lefſe hating himghan louing(as valucky a chaiſe)the naughry King Zlexirius, yer 
tobring to paſſe what ſhe purpoſed, was content to.trainehiminto alle hopes, till 


aready his imagination had crowned him Kingof Armenia,and had madethar but 
the foundation of mare and more Manarchies, as if fortune had only gotten oyes. 
tocheriſh him.Ia whichrime agrear aſſembly ofmoſt partotallthePriacesgfdſe 


bcingzo do.honour tothe neuer ſufficiently. praiſed Ppracles & Huſgprip,hewould 
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fromthat company , and without furtherdelay ap 
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Bur greardiuerſity in them two quickly diſcouereditſelfeforthe bearing ofthg 
affliction : for Ant5philas that had no grearneſl; c but outward, that taken away was 
ready to fall faſter thancalamity could thruſt him ; with fruitleſſ begging ot- life 
:(wherereaſon might well aſſure him his death wasreſolued) and weake bemoning 
his forrutieto giue his enemics a moſt pleaſing mulicke, with manie promiſes W, 

roteſtations,ro as little purpoſe,as froma little mind. But Erows fad indeed yer 
fike one rather vſed, than new faln to ſadneſſe(as who had theiayes of her heart al. 
ready broken)ſeemed rather to welcomethan to fhun thatend of miſerie;f, peaking 
little, but what ſhe ſpake was for Anriphilas,remembring his guiltineſs, bei ng arthar 
time priſonerto Tirideres, whenthe yaliant Princes fluc him tothe dilgrace of 
men, ſhewing that there are women both more wiſeto judge what is to bee EXPe- 
&cd,and more conſtant to beareit when it is happened. | 1] 

But her wit endeared by het youth; her affliction by herbirth;& her ſadneſſeby 
her beauty, madethis noble Prince Plangw, who (neuer almoſt from his Couſin 
Artaxia) was now preſent at Eropz's taking , to perceiue the ſhape of louclineſſs 
more perfedly in wo,than in ioyfulneſſe(as ina piture which teceiues greaterlife . 
by the darkneſſe of ſhadowes, than by more glittering colours)and ſeeing to like, 
and liking to loue, and louing ſtraight to feelethe moſt incident effects of love, to © 
ſcrue and preſerue. So borne by the haſtietyde of ſhort leaſure, hedid haſtily LM 
liver together his affeAtion,and aff-@ionatecare; But ſhee (as if hehadſ poken of 2 
ſmall matter,when he mentioned her life,to which ſhee had not leaſure to attend) 
defired him'if hee loued her, toſhew ir, in finding ſome way to ſti Antiphilw, 
For her, ſhe found the world bura weariſome ſtagevnto her, where ſhe played 2 
partagainſt her will:and therefore beſought him, not to caſt his loue in ſo vaſruits 
full a place,as could not loue it ſelfe : bur for ateſtimony of conſtancie,and a ſura- 
bleneſſero his word,to doe ſo much comfort to her minde;as that for het ſake Av- 
tipbilus were ſaued. Heetold mee how much heeargued againſt her rendring him, 
who had ſo vngratefully/betrayed her, and fooliſhly caſt away himfelfe, Bit per- 
ceiuing ſhe did not only-bend her very good witstofpeak for him againſt her ſelf, 
but when ſucha cauſe could be allied to noreaſon,yerloue wouldneedes make it 
ſelfe a cauſe, andbarre her rather from hearing,than yeeld that ſheſhould yeeldto 
ſucharguments: he likewiſe in whomthe power of Louc;as they ſay of ſpirits,was 
ſubic&rothe loue in her,with griefe conſented, and (though backwardly)wagdili: 
gent to laboirthe helpe of Anciphilm:a man whom he not only hated,av a rraytor 
tO Erons; bit enuicd as a poſſeſſorof Erona. Yer loue ſware his heart,in ſpite of his 
heart,ſhould make him become a ſeruant to his riuall. And ſodidhey ſeeking all the 
 meanes of perſwading Artexia, which the authority of ſo neere,and ſo vertnous a 
kinſman couldgiue vatohim. Bur ſheeto whom the eloquence of hatred had given 
reuengethe face ofdelight,reietedal ſuch motions;butratherthe morecloſelyim- 
priſoning thea-in her chicfe city,where the keptrhem,with intention at the birth- 
day of Teridates,which was very neecre; tocxecute _ and atthe day of his 
death, whichwas about halfe a'ycare after, to vſethe ſame rigourtowards Erore. 
Plangw much griencd, becatſe mach louing,attempted the humours of the Zytians, - 
toſee, whether they would come in with forces roſuccortheir PrinceſſeiBur there 
the nexr inheritor to the cxown(with thetrueplaythatis vſed inithegame of king- 
domes) had no ſooner his miſtreffe in captiuity, burhehad vſurped her place, and 
making her odious roher people, becauſeof thevnfiteleRion ſhe had madeghad fo 
lefr no hope there: but which.is wotſe,: had ſentto Arrexie, perſwading the iuſt i: 
cing her, becauſe that vaiuſticemighr giuc his tirle the name of juſtice, Wanting 
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that way,Plengw practiſed with ſome dearefriends of his,to ſaue Antiphilurout of 
riſon,whoſe day becauſe it was muchinearerrchan Eren#'s,8 that he welfound,ſhe 
bad ewiſted her life vypon the ſame threed with his, hee determined firſt toger hind 
out of priſon: and to that end hauing prepared all matters as well as'in fuch cafe he 
could, where Artexia had ſet many of Tiridates old ſeruants to hane well-marking 
eyes,he conferred with Antiphilas,as (by the authority he had)he found meanesro 
do; & agreed With him of rhetime & maner,how hee ſhould by the death of ſome 
of his Iaylors eſcape. Burall being well ordered, 8& Plargss willingly parting him-" 
ſelte into the greateſt danger; A»tiphilus (who,like a bladdet,ſweld ready to break, 
while it was full ofthe wind of proſperity;rhar being our,was ſoabiefted,as apttro 
be trod on by euery body) when itcame tothe point, that with ſomehazzard, hee 
might bein apparant likelihood toauoid the vttermoſt harme;, his heart fainted;8&. 
(weake foole, neither hoping, nor fearing as hee ſhouldy garaconceit, that witty 
bewraying this practice, he might obraine pardon: &therefore cuen alittle before 
Plangus ſhould haue come vnto him,opened the whole praQticeto himithathad the 
charge,with vnpiticd tearesidely proreſting,hee bad rather dye by 4r#axi4's com- 
mandemenr,than againſt herwill eſcape : yer begging life vpon anythe hardeſt,8 
wretchedeſt conditions that ſhe ſhould lay vpon him, His keeper prouided accor- 
dingly;ſo that when Pleygus came, he was like himſelfe ro haue bin entrapped bat 
that finding (with a luckie in-fight)that irwasdiſcouered;he retyred;/and (calling 
his friends abaut him) ſtodd vpon his guardy as he had good cauſe.” For, Artaxie 
(accounting him moſt vngratefull,confidering that her brother & ſhe had nor 6ne- 
ly proſerued himagainſt the malice of his farher, but eyer vſed himimuch liker his 
birth,than his fortune) ſent forces to apprehetid-him;But hee among the marrialt 
men had gotten ſogreat loue,thathe could not only keep himſclf from hermalice, 
but worke in their minds a compaſſion of Erex#'s aduecrfitie. Lt REA 
Bur for the ſuccour of Antiphilas hee could ger no bodie to ioyne with him, the 
contempt of him hauing not bin able to qualific theharred; ſorhat &#roxi« might 
ealily ypon him performe her will ; whickr was(arche humble faite of all the wo- 
men of that Cirie)to deliuerhimro thetrcenfure, who mortally: hared him/for 
having made alaw of Po/yo amic;after manytorrures; forcithimtorhrow hinſc 
from a high Pyramis , which was builequer-Tiridates tombe.,' and ſoro-end* his 


falſe-hearted life, which hadplanted noſtrongrhoughrinhimburthar hr'conldbe 
vekinde, / Y 363 ate 00 lbRR Tt SORT a. 
But Plenges well perceiving that 4rtaxis ſtayed only forrhe appotntedday,that 
the faire Erong's body(conſumed to aſhes)ſhould make 4nororiousreſtimony, how 
deeply herbrothers death was.engrauen in/het breaſt;he aſſembled good numbets 
of friends , whom his vertue; though a ftranger, had tyed vnto him, by force to 
iuc herliberty.: Contrariwiſe, Art4xis, to whom Anger gaue tnore eouragethan 
ſexe did feare, vied her regall authority(the moſt ſh6eould)to ſuppreſſe thatſes 
dition, and haue her will : which, ſh-ethought; is rhe moſt Privicely chirig that 
may be, Burt Plengns, whoindeed,as all men witnefle, isone of thebeſt Capraines 
| (bothfor policie and valour) that aretrayned'in the fehoole of Mars, in a conflict 
overthrew 4r#7axi#'s power, though of farre rear number : atid theretooke pti- 

ſoner a baſe ſohne of her brothers, whom ſhe dearely affefted,8&rhen Tent her.wor! 
that he ſhould runnethe ſamerace of fortune, whatſoctierit'was;rhat Ergpe did';'& 
happy wasthat'threatning for her ; for clfe Ar#axis: ad haſten&#theday of her 
death,in reſpe@t of thoſe tumults. © + > 7" {4 20 OT 91.1 010 eas 
But now (ſome principall Noblemen _ Country Incerp HEINE 
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it was agrced,that all perſons elſe fully pardoned, andall priſoners(except Eran) 
deliuered, ſac ſhould be put into the hands of a principall Nobleman, who had a 
caſtle of great ftrength,by oath, if by the day two yeare from Tiridetes death,Fyro- 
6les and Muſidorms did not inperſon combate, and ouercome two Knights, whom 
ſhe appointed to maintaine her quarrell againſt Erove and them, of hauing by trea- 
ſon deſtroyed her brother,that thenEroxs ſhould be that fame day burned toaſhes: 
bur if they came,and had the viRtorie, ſhe ſhould be deliuered , butvponno occaſi- 
on neither freed,nor executed till that,day. And hereto of both fides,all rook ſo. 
lemne oath,and ſo the peace was concluded; they of Plengw party forcing him to 
agree,though he himſelfe the ſooner condiſcended, knowing the courtefie ofthoſe 
two exccllent Princes,not to refuſe ſo noble a quarrell; & their power ſuch, as two 
more(like the other two) were not ableto reſiſh, But Ar#axi4s was morc, and vpon 
betterground, pleaſed with this ation;for ſhe hadeuen newly receiued neW from 
Plexirtus, that yponthe ſea he had cauſed rhiem bothto periſh, 8& therefore ſhe held 
her ſelfe ſure of the match. Ft | 
But poore Plengws knew not ſo much, and therefore ſceing his party (as moſt 
times it falls out in like caſe) hungry of any conditions of peace, accepted them; 
&then obtained leauc of the Lord,that indifferently kept her,to viſit Erovs,whoin 
| he found full of deſperate ſorrow , ſuffering neither his vaworthineſle, nor his 
wW:iohgs,nor his death(which is the naturall concluſion of all worldly aRts)citherto 
coucr with forgetfulneſs, or diminiſh with conſideration,the affetion ſhe had born 
him: but cuen glorying inafflition,8 ſhunning all comfort,ſhe ſeemed to haue no 
ny wy in making her ſelfe the picture of miſery.Sothat when P/avgw cameto 
her,ſhe fell in deadly traunces,as if ia himſhe had (een the death of Aztiphilus, be- 
cauſc he had not ſuccoured him:and yet(her verrue ſtriuing) ſhedid atone time ac- 
knowledge her ſelf bound,8: profelle her ſelf iniured; in ſtead of allowing the con- 
clufion they had made,or writing to the Princes(as he wiſht her to:do) crauing no- 
thing but ſom ſpeedy death,to follow her (in ſpite of iuſt hate)beloued A4ntiphilw. 
So that Playyw having nothing bur a rauiſhe Laſſe from her hand artheir parting, 
went away towardGreege,whitherward heynderſtood the Princes were embarked. 
Bur by the way ic was his fortune to intercept letters, written by  Artaxis to Plexir- 
ta: wherein ſhee ſignified her accepting himto her husband, whom ſhee had cuer 
fauoured ; ſo muchthe rather, as hee had performedthe condirions'of her marti- 
age, in bringing to their deſerued end her greateſt enemies : mae pe 0 fi 
ſea, inſuchtearmes as hee might well perceiue it was by ſome treaſon wrought in 
Plexirtus ſhip. Whereupon (ro make more diligent ſearch) he tooke ſhip himſelfe, 
and came into Zeconia,cnquiring, and by his enquiry finding, thatfuch a ſhip' was 
indeede with fight and- fire periſhed, none(almoſt)eſcaping. Burfor Pyrecles and 
Auſidors, it was aſluredly Cenntond that they were caſt away :.for thename of 
ſuch Princes (eſpecially in Greece) would quickly cle haue bin'alargewitneſſe to 
the contrary. Full of griete with that; for the loſſe of ſuch, who lefr the world poor 
of perfeRion:þut more ory for Erona's ſake, who nowby them could not berelie- 
ued ;2ncw.aduertiſement from Armenia ouertooke him, which multiplyed the = 
force of his anguiſh, It wasa meſſage from the Nobleman who had Zroncin ward, 
pins him:to vaderſtand,that ſince his departure, Arr«xia,viingrhebencfit ofrime, 
ad belicged him.in-his Caſtle, demanding preſent deliveric of her, 'whom yet 
tor his faith gien,he wouldnor, beforethe day appointed, if poſſibly he could re- 
fiſt; which he foreſaw,long he ſhould not do for wahtof vieuall,which he had not 
ſo wiſely prouided, becauſe he traſted-vponthe gerierall oathraken for two yeares 
*1 pace: 
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ſpace : andtherefore willed himto make haſte to his ſuccour, and-come with no 
ſmall forces;for all they that were of his fide in Armenia were conſumed, and Ar 
- #axis had increaſed her might by marriage of Plexirrus, whonow crowned King 
there, ſtickt not to glory in the murder of Zyrocles and Muſidoris, as hauing iuſt 
cauſe thereto,in reſpe& ofthe dearhs of his ſiſter 4v4romens,her fon his Nephew; 
and his owne daughter Zelmane:all whole loſle hee vniuſtly charged them withall, 
and now openly ſtickt notto confeſſe , whata reuenge his wit had brought forth; 
Flengm auch aſtoniſhed herewith, bethoughr himſelfe what to doe: for to. returne 
to Armenia was vaine, ſince his friends there, were vtterly ouerthrowne, Then 
thought he of goingto his father ; bur he hadalready:(euen fincethe death of his 
ſtepmother and brother)attempted the recouering of his fauour, and all in yaine. 
For they that had before-joyned with Andromenerodochim the wrong, thought 
now no life for them if he returned; andthereforekept him till /with new forged 
ſuſpicions)odious to his father. Sothar Planges reſeruing that fora work of longer 
time, than the ſauing of Erove couldbeare,  determinedto goeto the mightic and 
good king Exerchus :who lately hauing (to his erernall fame) fully, not" onely con- 
quered his enemies, but eſtabliſhed good gouernment tntheir countries, he hope 


he might haue preſent ſuccour of him, both for the iuſtneſſe of the cauſe, and re- * 


nenge of his childrens death, by ſo haynous a treafon:murthered; Theref6rewith 
diligence he went to him,and by the way (paſſing _—_ my coop wasmy 
hap to finde him, the moſt ouerthrowheman with griefe, thateucrÞhopeto ſce 
againe, For ſtill it ſeemed hee had Erovear aſtakebefore his eyes; ſuch an appre- 
henſion hee had raken of her danger ; which in defpite of 'altthecomfortI could 
giuehim, hee powred out in ſuch lamenrations , thatT was mayed notto let him 
paſſe till he had made full declaration,which by peeces my daughters& TI haue de- 
livered vnto you. Faine he would haue had ſuccourof myfelf;barthecourſe ofmy 
life being otherwiſe benr,I only accopanied him with fome that miight ſafely guid 
' himto the great Ewarchus, for my part hauing had ſome of his fpetches ſo feeling- 
 lyin my memorie, thatatan'idletime(asI told you)Tferthem downe Dialogue- 
wiſe, in ſuch manner as you haue ſeene. And thus, excelleng Lady, Fhaue obeyed 
you in this ſtory: wheria if it well pleaſe you to conſider what isthe ſtrange power 
of Loue,8: what is dueto his authority,youſhall exerciſetherin the true nobleneſs 


of your iudgemepr,and docethe moreright tothe vnfortunate Hiſtorian, Zelmane - 


(ighing for Erene's ſake, yerinwardly comfortedin thatſhe aſſured ker ſelfe Exar- 
chss would not ſpareto take in hand the iuſt deliuering of her, ioynied withtheinft 
reuenge of his childrens lofſe) haning now whar ſhee defied of Boſ/ing, to auoide 
his further diſcourſes of affecion,cncotiraged-the ſhepheards tobegin;whom ſhee 
lawalrcady ready for them.

rwa$thevnrewarding,8&: nottheeuill employing her ſeruice, which priced her; 
But Zeimave(viing her own byas to bowle neerthe miftreſſe of ker ownethoughits) 
was conrentto lend herbclicte, and withall,to magnific herdeſert, if willing] if 3

But Clinics (whoſe faith could neuer ns 4 the myfteries of courage) per- 
ſwaded: Arteſie,while hee by corruption had drawne the guard of onegatezroopen 
it(when he would appoint thertime)to the enemy, thatthe ſhould impoyſon Aw. 
phialus, which ſhe might the cafier doe, becauſe fhee her ſelfe had viced romake the 
broarths,whcn 4»phielss (cither wearied or wounded) did: vicſuch diet; And all 
things already were ready to be pur in execution; when they thought beſts breake 
themarter with the two excellent fiſters,notdoubting oftheir conſentin athing fo 
behooffull to themſclues:theirreaſons being, thar the Princeſles knowing their ſer- 
uice;mighr be ſure ropreſerue them from the furie of the cncring ſouldiers:wherof 
Cliniss (euen ſo) could ſearcely be ſafficiently.certaine : and withall, making them 
priuic rotheir ation, ro bind thematterwardsto a promiſed gratefulnefſe towards 
thetn.

theintention was for her ſeruice: & vowing(fince ſhe miſliked ir)to proceed no fur.

But thar little auayled: for 4r7eſi« hauing in like ſort opened this deuice to 24 
mels,ſhe (in whoſe minde Verrue governed with the ſcepter of Knowledge) hati 
ſo horriblea wickedneſle, and ſtreight iudging what was fit todoe z Wicked wo- 
man (ſaid ſhee) whoſe vnrepenting heart can finde no way to amend treaſon; but 
by creaſon:now thetime is come,that thy wretched wiles haue caught thy felfe in 
thine owne nette : as for mee, let the gods diſpoſe of meeas ſhall pleaſethiem; but 
ſure ir ſhaKkbeno ſuch way, nor way-leader,by which I will cometolibertic. This 
ſhee ſpake ſomething with a lowder voice than ſhe was wontto vic; fo as Cecroic 
heard the noyſe; vvho was (ſoover than Arzeſie imagined ſheewould) come vp, to 
bring Pamels toa window,vyhere ſhe might ſee a norable skirmiſh happened inthe 
Campeas ſhe thought,among themſclues : and being a cunning fiſher in troubled 
waters,ſtreight found by their voices and geſtuces,there was ſome matter of conſe. 
quence, vvhich ſhe defired Famelatortell her. Aske of her (ſaid Pamels)and learneto 
know,that who doe falſhood to their ſuperiours,teach falſhood to their inferiours. 
More ſhe would not ſay.But Cecropi«raking away the each-way guilty Arteſia with 
feare of torture,gat of her the whole praQile : ſo as Ze/maene vvas the mote cloſely 
impriſoned, and Clini«s (with thereſt of hiscorrupted mates according to their 
merits) executed: For,as for Arteſis,ſhce was but lockt vp in her chamber, Amphis- 
4« not conſenting (for the louc he bare to //mexss) that further puniſhment ſhould 
be layd vpon her. D | 
* Butthenoiſethey heardin the campe,was by occaſion of the famous Prince 4- 
#axins, nephew to the Gyant Evardes whom Pyrocles flue: A Prince,of body excee- 
3 dingly ſtrong, in armes ſoskilfal & fortunate, as no man was thoughtroexcell him, 
F of courage that knew not how to feare;of parts vvorthy prailc,ifthey had not been 
| guided by pride,and followed by vniuſtice. For by a ſtrange compoſition of miad, 
there vvas no man more tenderly ſcnſible inany thing offered to himſelfe,whichin , 
the fartheſt-fet conſtruRtion,might be wreſted to the name of wrong; no man, that 
in his owneaQions could vyorſe diſtinguiſh betweene Valour and Violence : So 
proud,as he could not abſtaine from a Throſo-like boaſting, and yer (fo vnluckya 
lodging his vertues had gotten)he vvould neuer boaſt morethan he vyould accom- 
pliſh: talſly accounting an vnflexible anger, a couragious conſtancie : eſteeming - 
fearc,and aſtoniſhmenr,righter cauſes of admiration, than Louc and Honour. This 
man had fourc ſundry times fought vvith amphialns,but Mears had beene fo vapar- 
tial an arbiter,that neither ſide gate aduantage of the other. But in. the end it hap- 
ned, that Anaxias found Amphialus (vnknowne) in a great danger, and ſaued his 
life: vvhereupon/loging his owne benefit)began to fauour him,ſo much che more, 
as thinking ſo well of himſelfe,he could not chooſe bur like him,vvhona he found a 
match for himſelfe: vvhich at laſt grew to as much friendſhiptowards him,as could 
by a proud heart be conceined, So as in this rrauell (ſeeking Pyrocles to be revenged 
of his vacles death)hearing of this ſiege, neuer taking paines to examine the quar- 
tell (like aman whoſe will was his God, and his hand his law) taking vvith him 
his ewo brothers(menaccounted litrle inferiour to himſelfe in marttall matrers)and 
two hundred choſen horſemen (with whom heethought himſclfe able to conquer 
the world). yet commanding the reſt of his forces ro follow, hee himſelfe vpon 
ſuch an vnexpeRted ſuddenneſſe entered in vponthe backe of Boſilins, that man

with greatvnkindnefſetooke theit death,norknowing why, nor how, they were 
ſo murthered. There, if cuer,did he make knowne the wonderfulneſle of his force; 
But the valiant,and faithfull 2hi/anex, with well gouerned ſpecde made-ſuch head 
againſt him, as would haue ſhewed, how ſoone courage falls in the ditch which 
hath not theeyeof wiſedome : barthar Amphialer"ar rhe ſame time iſſued our, 
and winning with an abundance of' courage one of -the-{conſes, which Zajilins 
had builded, made way for his friend 4vex365,with greatlofle of both fides, bur 
eſpecially ofthe Baſilians , ſuch notable monuments had'thoſe two ſwords eſpe- 
cially left of their Maſters redoubred worthinefle. I, wg 

There;with the reſpe& firto his-eſtate, thehonour due+tohis worthineſle, and 
thekindnefſe whichaccompanics friendſhip(made faſt by enterchanged benefirs) 
did 4-phialas enforce himſelfe (as muchas in@befieged rowne he could)to make 
Anaxins know, that his ſuccour was not ſoneedfull, as his preſence gratefull. For 
cauſing the ſtreets and houſes of the towne to-witnelle his welcome (making both 
ſouldiers and Magiſtrates in their countenancestoſhew. their gladneſſe of him) 
he led him to his mother, whom hee beſoughtrocntertaine him with no lefle lane + 
and kindnefle,than as one, who once had ſaucd her ſonnes life, and now came to 
ſave both life and honour. Tuſh (ſaid A»axivs, ſpeaking aloude, looking vpon his 
brothers) Iam onely ſorie there are nothalfea dozen Kings more about you : that 
what 4»#axias can do,mightbe the better manifeſted. His brothers fmiled,as though 
he had ouer modeſtly ſpokea far vnderncarh thepicch of his power. Then was hee 
difarmed atthe carneſt requeſt of Amphialus:forAnaxius boyled with defireto iſſue 
out vpon the enemies, periwading bimſelfe,tharthe Sunne ſhouldnor be ſet;before 
he had ouerthrowne them. Ard having repoſed thimſclte, 4mphialus asked him 
yvhether he would viſite the young Priaceſſes. But 4#axizs whiſpered himinthe 
eate: Intruch-(faid he) deare friend Amphiales, though/I am none of thoſe, that 
lone toſpeake ofthemſelucs, I neuer came yet in any companic of Ladiesbutthat 2 
they fell in loue with me. And Ithac in my heart ſcorn rhemas a pecuith paltry ſex, E: 
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not worthy ro communicate with my vertues,would-nor doc:youthe wrong:fince 
 i- (as Theate}youdocdebaſe your ſelfe ſorauchas to affetthem. The courteous Aw. 
phialas could haue beene angry with him fot thoſe words;but knowing his humor, 
ſuffered\ him to daticeto his owne muſicke |: and gaue himſelfe to entertain both 
him and his brothers, with as cheerefu!l a maner,as could ifſue from amind whom _ 
valuckieloue had filled vvith melancholy. For to 4vexiss he yeelded the direRion "_ 
of all. He gave the watchword,and if any grace vveregranted,themeanes vvere te 3 
bee madeto Anaxins.And that night when ſupper vv ,Vyhercin Aapbialssr 
would needes himſelfe waite vpon him, he cauſed in Boates vponthe Lake an ex- 
cellent muficke tobeordercd : which,though Anexias might conceiue was for his 
honour, yer indeede hee vvas bur the Bricke-wall to conuey ir to the cares of the

. Themuſicke was of @nerswherof one anſwering the other, with a ſweet emu» 
lation, ftriuing for the glory of muſicke, and triking vponithe ſmoork face of rhe

tion, ſpreadingit into the ayre, it ſeemed beforethe harmonic cameto the care,that 
it hadentichedit felfe in trauaile,the nature of thoſe places qucing copoats to that 

melodious inftrument. And when 4 while tharinftryment had madea brane procla 
mation ta all vnpoſſeſſed mindes,of atrention,an excellentoonſort ſtrei ht follow- 
ed of fiue Yiolls, & as many voices; which all being but Oratqurs of their maſters 
Paſſions,beſtowed this ſong vpon her, that thought vpon another matter.

For his 
courage (viedto vſevidoricas an inheritance) could brooke no refiſtance ar any 
time: butnow that ke had promiſed himſelfenot only the conqueſt ofhim, butthe 
ſcaling of the walles, and deliueric of Pamels, though hee haddone beyond all

vately governed, {o that they had no lively caſte what was goodforthemſelues, 
But every thing was either vehemently defiretull, orextreamely terrible. Neigh- 
botirs inuafions, ciuilldiſſention, cruelty of rhe comming Prince, and whatſoe- 
uerin.cominbn ſenſe carriesa dreadfullſhew, was inallmens heads, bur in few 
how ro prevehr : harkening oneuery rumour, ſuſpeRing euery thing, : condem- 
ning them whom beforethey had honoured, making ſtrangeand impoſlible tales 
of the Kings death, while chey thought themſelues in danger, wiſhing nothing 
but ſafety zas ſoone as perſwation of ſafery rooke them, deſiring further benefits, as 
amendmentof forepaſſed faults (which faults notwithſtanding none could tell 
either the grounds or cffeRs of) all agreeing in the vniuerſall names of liking or 
mifliking , bur of what in eſpeciall points, infinitely diſagreeing, Alrogether like 
a falling ſteeple, the parts whereof, as windowes, ſtones, and pinnacles were well, 
burrhe whole maſſe ruinous. And this was the general cauſe of all, wherin notwith- 
ſtanding was an extreame medley of dinerſified thoughts, thegreatmen looking to 
make themfclues ſtrong by faRions,the gentlemen ſome ——— the,ſome ſtan- 
ding vponthemſclues,ſome defirous to ouerthrow thoſe few which they thought 


were ouer them;the ſouldiers defirous of trouble, as the nurſe of ſpoile;, and tot 
much vnliketo them though in another way, wereall che needic ſort;therich fear- 


full, the wiſe carefull. This compofitionof conceits, broughr forth adangerous 
tamuk, which yet would haue beene more dangerous, but that ithad ſomany 
parts, that no body well knew againſt whom chiefly to oppoſe themſelues. For 
fomethere were that cried to haue the ſtare altered, and gouerned nomore by a 
Prince, marie in the alteration, many would haue the Zacedemoziax gouernment 
of a few' choſen Senatours ; others the Arhenien,where the peoples voice held the 
chiefe auchority.But theſe were ratherthe diſcourfing ſorr of men, than the aQine, 
being a matter morein imagination than praQice. Bur they that went neareſt to 
the preſent caſe, (as ina countrie tharknew no: gouernemenr withour' a Prince) 
were they that ſtroue whom they ſhould make. 'Whereof a great number there 
were that would haue the Princeſlc Pemels preſently to enioy. it: ſome diſdaining 
chat ſhee had as it were abandoned her owne country, enclining tnore ro:Philxes: 
andrhere wanted not of rhem, which wiſhed Gyzecis were deliuered,and made Re- 
| 0m7Y were worthily married. But great multitudes:thcre were, which 
ating beene acquainted withthe iuſt gouernment of Philanex, meant to eſtabliſh 
him as Lieutenant of the ſtate : and theſe werethe moſt popular ſort, who indged 
bythe commodities they felt. Butthe principallmenin honour and might, who

ſouldiers as ina tempeſtat Sea weredriuento Pyzertiam, tothe ſuccauriof Erove, 
(whoſe ſtory you cannot be ignorant of) & being to paſsthorow Amaeſpe,Rntco the 
Duke to demand athrough-fare for his ſouldiers. Put he who 'of long timehad ob- 
ſerned an vnuiolable league with the Armenians, knowing the pretence ofthis war, 
& deſpifing the wealnefle of thoſe few 2/argus led with him, not onely denied his 
requeſt, but gathering a great power of ſouldiers (whom ſince his laſt warreshe had 
kept in garriſon in his frontier rowns)meanr, with the overthrow of bervngrateful 
nephew,to gratific Artaxis and herill choſen husband ?/exertss. Bur theexcellent 
Plangss(than whom this age ſhewes not, for conductin watre:2 better Generall) 
withhe well ordering thoſe few reſolute Troupes; 8 skilfull induſtryinchoiſe of 
aur in two ſet battels put him to rhe worſt: After whichthe Duke,not able 
to re-inforce his weakened power, put himſelfe (with therelicks of his late ouer- 
throw) into his chiefe Citic, wherein we were priſoners ;rawhich ?/avges;finding 
no open reſiſtance ,, with wondrous celeritic: followed him, + And/though the 
Towne by Natureand Arr for fite and fortification yvere'thoughtimptegnable, 
yet being defended but by ſuch' vvho by*.their owne-lofle. held at too ſu- 
perſtitious opinion of the enemies, it vvas ſoone forc't by Plangas his vieo+ 
rious T roupes, vvho belecued the' ſuccefle 'of nothing :impoſſible3-to-which 
their cuer-fortunate: Captaine would leade them.” With the: ſacke of this: Cirie 
(wherein hee tookethe Duke, with his ſonne; prifoners) Plargss hauingcnrich't 
his ſouldiers with the bootic, and his owne fame by the ſpeedineſle of: the 'Con- 
queſt, notable toaſſure the Countrey to his deuotion, otherwiſe than by diſmem- 
bring his Armic, anddelaying his chicfe ends; mou'd with neceſlaxy clemency, 
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of Pembroher An caDla. 1; _ 
bauinpifieſt receined fixe moneths pay for his ſouldiers,8 the Dukes ſon as hoſtage; 
to barre his defire of e, (ma Aleids and my ſelfe to ſecure our freedorns, 
companions in his trauaile)he leaues the Awefens tortheir former government, 
Many daies iournie we bad not bin in our way to 4rmenis,when the good Alcids, 
by the inward working of her thoughts, began to find the burden of her griefe too 
heauie for herzwhich when the dulneſs of her euer-watry eies,& the palcneſs of her 
cheeks had bewray'dto vs,we carried hertoa Monaſtery near adioyning dedicated 
to Diews,and much fam'd for the ſtritneſle of the Virginsorders that be artendants 
onthe Pn her ceremonies: where hauing recommended her to the gouerneſs 
of the houſe, alas I left her, bound euen by the greateſt rye of gratefulneſſe ro fol- 
low him whom I oughtmy life to. 
Theſe former accidenrs,moft dear Lady,togetherwith the excellent Plawges his 
company,in whom ſorrow was drawneto the life , made mee refle@ vpon my vn-

low examplesin their ations,are to matchrightly what they areto do,& what they 
ſee done.Leaucade, Alcide,& Erone might iultly claim the reward of loue;but Helew 
(whoſe deſert was far ſhort)could expe but diſdain. Diſdain,faid Amphielue ! you 
rennea puniſhment: your mercy did once forgiue. And here,wirh teares in his cies, 
he would hauc kneel'd tobegge a further pardon : but Helm, killing away the bur- 
then hiscics went with, made as much baſte to prevent his ſuit withthe like of her 
owne; {o thara friendly compoſition being made (as it well might bee where both 
were parries,8 both Iudges in one cauſe)the Queen potthe continuanceofthe ſtory 
(which 4mphie/ws would put off to another time)ro boot.

ws Plangss having received advertiſement how the Nobleman,ynto whoſe 
ithfull cuſtody Erexes(ypon the accord between him and 4rtaxia) was deliuere 
being hardly beficg'd by Plexerres, and brought to an extremity by famine , ha 
yeelded to a compolition , that if within fiue daies he were not ſuccourd heemuſt 
deliuer rhe Caſtle.P/ezgxs therefore ouer-running the fame of his commitig with 
his preſence, the fift night was neare Plexertus Campe, where (by oneof the ene- 
mics,whom his bar, ane taken) he was inform'd that late that cuening, the keyes 
of the City and Fort were giuen yp to Plexertss , butthat he deferr'd his entry till 
morning,leauing the next gate Campe open, that all night his officers mighe 
prepare a magnificent triumph torhim : as for Erexe, he would determine nothing 
ofher,vntill he had reccciuedthe honour due to his viory. At theſe newes Plangss, 
cauſing the reporter to bee ſafely kept, and giving to his wearicd ſouldicrs fome 
time to refreſh themſclues , as the toile endur'd in their laſt dayes trauel}, 
an houre before day (rightly imagining the ayre vvas then apt to-diſperſe a 
dull ſlcepineſle among Plexertas carclefle ſonldicrs) he calls his Troupes to- 
_ : and ſctring; before them the caſineſlſe of che victory, the fiches' of 


the Campe, andthe neceffitic of the'time ; hee did-incourage' them. iwith

Some few 
there were thateſcaped, among whom Plexertzs (fortune beingalway indulgentto 
miſchiefe) found, in the ſpeed of his horſe, adiſhothourable ſateguard for his wret- 
ched life. T his tumult being ſoone perceiu'd by the citizens (whom ſorrow made 
watchfull, and the well-knownetreacherics of Plexertae, ſuſpicious) they as ſoone 
imagined this was a practice of his, contrary to his faith giuen; to ſacke thetowne. 
This once conceited, ir ſeemed by the hideous cries and confuſed lamentations, 
rhar, as ſorrow had pur on the vizzard of night to make griefe vgly; ſo black night 
had borrowed the mouth of ſorrow ro implore compaſſion, 'Fhe people leauing 
their walls and houſes, ran to their Temples & Altars, offering vp{as they thought) 
their laſtdeuotions to their gods. Nor did this miſtake bring forth the effeRt of 
miſtruſt only in the Citie : the Campe had likewiſe this feare added to their preſent 
misfortune : for Plexertus ſouldicrs (like Satyrs, frighted with the ſound of the 
horne themſelues blow) thinking the Vantguard of the enemy had; ecntred the 
towne, and caus'd this confuſion; durſtnot ventureto make themſclues maſters of 
it." But betweene both, vnablc ro determine of a meane of ſafety,ſtood fixt ina ſtu- 
pid irreſolurion. | 

- Meane time Aurors, weary of aged Titavs bed,began to warne Phebe of herbro< 
thers approach, when Erox4 who had ſer downe in herſetled iudgement, adeath 
worthy the greatneſle of her birth,now firſt giningeare tothecrics of the citizens, 
and miſdoubringthe ſame falſe meaſure rhey expeted : and not long after,hearing 
2man arm'dcomming vpthe ſtairesto her lodging.ſhe tooke a poyſonedcup(long 
before forthat end prepard)and making haſte left ſhee ſhould be madea preſent ro 
the proud Conqueror the wicked P/exertus, ſhee dranke morethan halfe when her 
eyes met withthe eyes of P/angas,who (infortunate Gentleman) defirous to be the 
meſſenger to Erona of Erena's freedome, had madethis haſte. The fight of Plewgas 
ſay'd her full draught a while , but vnable to ſatisfic her ſelfe how he might come 
chither, ſhe began to imagine thatitwas the force of the poyſon which dimm'd her 
eyes, and plactthe character of FP/angss (eucr preſent to her minde) vpon each obs 
ict. Withthis thought ſhe was ready to begin againe, when F/exges, falling at her 
Feer, let her know the euent of ſo many dangers vndergone for her : Whereat Ero- 
#4 being much aſtoniſhed, lifting him vp fromthe ground, thus ſaid; Prince Plar- 
g#5, you come in a fit time to receiue a hearty welcome, and as: hearty a farewell. 


:What I meane by this leaue-taking,alas you will roo ſoore know: now ſhffer mee, 


only at ſuchatime, when the end will aſſure you Idid norfilatter ,. ſpeakea few 
words. I wauld haue you belecue, yer Iam forry; for your-ſfake, IMhavepraftis'd 
ſucha meane to worke a beleefe in you : Truciitis, moſt excellent P/avgus (nor ler 
thattruth.accuſe me of inconftancie) that ſince the death of Hx#iphilus, whoſe me- 
Morieeuen at this timeis deareto mee, though ar firſt the exceſle of: ſorrow. bad 
clos'd vp my.minde from the thought of a ſecond echoiſe ; yetenforc'tby your de- 
ſert, and to reward mine owne louc in rewarding your deſires; I was reſolu'dto ſfa- 
tisfic you, and make my ſelfc happy : bur my cnuious Fate; finding thetimes fits 
cauſe me to deſpaire,hath made your felfe the inſtrument to! barre our hopes for e- 
uer,Deare Ero»e,replicd the Prince, what may there now bee thatthe moſtpartiall 
iudgemefit can equall to the excceſſeof content F/awugerenioyes in the welfare of his 
free and louing Erone?For this I have pay'dthemetcifull heanens the tribute of my 
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yowesatidreares : tothis harbour, through the 'Sea of griefe, (hauing imbarqu't 
my carefulllone inthe ſhip of my defire) Thane alway bent my courſe; ard thall-I 
now, when'my wiſhes be atanchorin ſo ſecure a hauen, fear fortune 2 Nozno,moſt 
deare Lady; you are the life and'being of what I only eſteeme happy. Alas ?/avgae, 
faid the ſweet Erove, the teſtimonies of your loue hauebeen-ſo many, that T feate 
(and only feare)they who haue heard your vndeſerued affetion,8are notpreſent 
at this my dying proteſtation, will for euer record(together with my want ofiudgy 
ment) my iniury to your verrues. Your dying proteſtarion, ſaid P/angns/affright not 
my foule with ſuch heauic news. Long may youlive:the Fates muſtbe indulgentrs 
your youth & beauty. And perhaps, ſaid ſhe, forhey might, hadnot my felt haſtened 
Clothorocut in rworhe halte-ſpunthreed of my life. And' then ſhee let: him know 
how (co prevent the tortures and diſgraces Artexi's indignation had prepar'd for 
her,ſecing the City broughrro that deſperare ſtate in which he found it,and thinks 
ing bimſeltto haue bin an officer ſent by F/exerras to bring herÞeforohimyſhe had 
poyſoned her ſelfe. F/anpss at theſe laſt words (with a fixtlook yponEreug;as if his 
cies would for euerdwellthere)indenting his hands 8 ſuffering them1s fall down, 
or rather not able co ſtay themfinks to the ground; & was awhile happy inthis ex- 
ceſle of forrow,that made him ſenſlefle of all-forrow. Ergove would have forc'ther 
ſelfto help him, bur this ſight(ioyn'd with the inward working of the poyſont)cods 
ſtrain'd herto beare him company in his happy forgerfulneſic of his misfortunes. 
But when, by the help of her women, her ſenſts were reſtor'd,8& that my:endeuours 
wy ſameefteR on Plengss:as if this had bin butgriefes dumebe ſhow;Alas 
excellent Prince, ſaid ſhee, what vnexpeed effets hath the ſpeechoft my death 
brought forth ! & yet though I were filent, I beleeue the'deadly fignes'm mine cies;

way,ſince now he had a ſonne by herto whom he might be guardian : eſteeming it

Tam Teftis remporiunm, lax veritatis , vite 
memvorie , magiſira vite , nuntie vetuſtatis "The Philoſopher , faith hee, teacherha 
diſparate vercue , but I doean aRiue'. 'His-vertue is excellent in the danger- 
lefle-Academie of Plato: but mine ſheweth forth her honourable face' inthe bar- 
tels of Marathon , Pharſalie, Pojetiers , and' WifdMcourt. Heeteacherh vertueby 
cerrtaine abſtraQR conſiderations : but I onely bid yau follow the footing of them 
thathaue gone before you.. Oldaged experience goeth beyond the fine witted 
Philoſopher : butT giue the cxperience of many ages. Laſtly,ifhee make the ſong- 
booke, Iputthe learners hand tothe Lute, andif hee bee the guide, Iam the lighr. 
Then wobdld hee alleage you innumerable cxatyples , confirming ſtoric by ſtories, 
how muchthe wifeſt Senators and Princes hae beenedireRed by the credit of 
Hiſtorie; as Brutas,;Alphonſus of Arapor, (and whonotifnecde be? ) Art length, 
the long line of their diſputation makes a pointin this;rhat the one giveth the pre - 
ceptzand the other the example. Now whom ſhall we finde, fincethe queſtion ſtan- 
deth forthe higheſt forme in the ſchoole of learning, to bee moderator ? Truly as 
mee ſeemeth, the Poet ; and ifnota moderator, even themanthat oughrto carie 
the title fromthem borth:and much more from all other ſeruing ſciences. Therfore 
compare wee the 2#er wichthe Hiſtorian, and with the morall Phils/apher :- andif 
hee goe> beyond them'borh, no other humane skill can march him. For as for the 
Divine, Withall reucrcnce he is cuer to be excepred, not onely for having his ſcope 
28 farre'beyond any of theſe , as Eternitic exceedeth a Momenr + bureucn for 
-paſsingeachof theſe inthemſelues. And forthe Lewyer,thoug l1/u5 bethe daughter 
of iflree,thie chiefeof vertues; yer becauſe he ſeekesto make men good, rather ſor- 
midine panid,than vireatis amore : orto ſay right, doth notendeuourto make men 
good;but tha theircail hurt not pare, no care ſohebe 9 citizen;how 
bad amanhebe; T herfore as our wickednefle makethhim-neceflaric,and necefsi- 
tic thaketh him honourable, ſo is hee not in thedeepeſt rtuth'toſtandinranke with 
theſe, whoalteadeuourtarake nagghtioeſle away,and plattgoodneſſe euch inrhe 
lecrereſtcabiner bf ourſoples: and theſe fourc are all tharany way deale inthe con- 
ſiderationof mens manners, which being the ſupreameknowledge, they rhar beſt 


breede 
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breedeir, deſeryerhe beſtcommendation.'The Philoſopher therefore ;andehe if 
rianarethey which would winthegoale;che one by precept,thec awe 
butboth, norhaving both;Joebotbhalt,” Forthe e41/o/ooberforting downe w 
thorfiic argumenits the bare rale, isfohdftofviterance; and fomiſticto beroncei- 


ved, that onethat harhno ocherguide/buthitmgſhaſlwadeirihim tiltheebee old, 
before hee ſhall finde ſufficient cauſe tobee honeſt; For his knowle: | word 
vpott the abſtra&and generall,' tharhappie is tharman who wiayvnderſtand him, 
and more happie that can applientarite hatheedochynderſtand','Onthe other fide,the 
Hi##8r1an wanting the precepr, is fotied dottowhiar ſhould bee but to whir is., to 
the particular trorh of _ , and'norrothe'generall reafon'of things; thathis 
_ exanipledraweth nonecellarieconſequence,and therfore a lefle frairfulldocrine. 
Nowdoththe peereleſle Poet perforrmborh : forwhatſoeuerthe Philoſopher ſaith 
ſhould be $one, he gines a perfeR piQure of irby ſome one, by whomi hee preſup- 
poſeth it was done, fo as he coupleththe generaltnotion withtheparticular exam- 
ple”. A perfe@'ipiure(T ay Yfor hee yeelderh ro the powers ofthe' minde an 
image of that\whereof- the Philoſopher: beſtowerh but a-wordiſh deſcription , 
which doth neither ſtrike ,'pierce, nor poſſeſitthe ſight ofthe ſoule fo much , as 
tharother doth . Foras inourward things to man thar had never ſeene an Ele- 
phant, or a-Rhinocerss, who ſhould tell him/moſtexquititely-all their ſhape ; co- 
lour, bignefſe' and particular markes, or of a gorgeous palace in _drchbiteAure , 
whodeclaring the fullbeauries, might wel make the hearer able torepeat asirt were 
by roat all he heard, yet ſhould neuer fatisfie his inward conceir; wich being witnes 
ro it ſelfe of a rtvle living knowledge: butthe ſame man, affoone as hee might ſee 
choſe beaſts well painted; or that houſe well in modell, ſhould ſtraighrwaics grow 
wirhout neede'of any deſcription toa iudicall:comprebending of them, ſo( no 
doubt ) the Philoſopher with his learned definitions, bee it of vertues ar vices , 
matters of publike policie or priuate gouernetnent , repleniſheth the memorie 
with many infallible grounds of wiſdome, which notwithſtanding lye-darke 
before the imaginative and judging power, if they bee not illuminated or figu- 
red forth by the ſpeaking piQure of Poeſie. Telly taketh much'paines, and many 
times not withour Poericall helpes,to make vsknowethe force loue of our coun- 
trey hath in vs. Letvs but heare olde -4#7b;/2s, fpeaking iti the middeſt of Troyes 
flames, or ſee Yly/esin the fulneſſe of all Calipſoes delights, bewayle his abſence 
from barraineand beggarly hace. Anger ( the Sraicks (aid) was a ſhortmadneſle: 
let but Sophocles bring you Ajax ona ſtage, killing or whipping ſheepeand oxen, 
thinking themthe Armie of Greekes , with their chieftaines- 4gamenmmonand AMe- 
xelews : & tell me it you have nota more familiar inſightinco Anger than finding 
inthe ſchoolemen his Gen and Difference.Seewhether wifdomandremperance 
inYh/es and Diomedes, valurein Acbilles, friendſhip in Ni/orand Exrialas, cucn 
toan ignorant manzcarie notanappatant tining : and comrarily, the remorce of 
' confience in Oed/pns, the ſoone repenting pridein 4reviemnas; theſelfe deuou- 
'ringervelticin his farher '4#revs ; the violence of athbitionintherwo Thevas bro- 
thers ; the ſowreſweetneſſeofrenengein Aedes and to fall lowerahovTerenties 
 Guatho, andonr Chancers Fendar ſoexpreft, that wee now vietheir nameges ligni- 
fietheir Trades: And finally, all vettues; vices, an@paſsions,fo in their owne nacu- 
Tall ftares, laidto view; that wee ſeemenorto hearcofthem\, 'barclearely 50 ſee 
through them. Bureven jn the moſtexcellent determinationof goodneſle; whar 
Philsſophers counſel! can fo readily dire@Qa Prince; as the faigned Cyr#riti Xeve- 
phon ? ora vertnous matt in'all forttines; as Acura, whole Commore- 
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ſaphers, then the Peers haue attained to the hightoppe of their profeſsion (as in 
tructh evediocribas efſe: Poets, now Dyj, now bomines , non conceſſere column) itis (I 
fay againe )notthefault of the Art , bur that-by few menthat Artcan bee accom- 
pliſhed..Certainely, euen our Saniour Chriſtcould as well haue giuenthe morall 
commonþplaces of yncharitableneſle , and humbleneſle, as the divine narrationof 
Dives and Lazers, ot of diſobedience, and mercic, as that heauenly diſcourſe of 
the loſt childe and the gratious father, but that his thorough ſearching wiſedome, 
knew the eſtate of Dizes burning iti Hell, and of LZezerw in 4brehewi boſome, 
would more conſtantly as it were;inhabirþoth the memory and iudgemenr. Truly 
for my ſelfe( me ſcemes) I ſee before mine eyes,the loſt childes diſdainefull prodi- 
calitie turned to enuica Swines dinner : whichby the learned Diaines Thi 


not hiftoricall as, / but inſtruRing parables. Forconcluſion, ſay the Philo/6 
reacherh , but hee teachethobſcurely , ſo as the learned onely can vaderſtand him, 
thatisto ſay, heteacheththem that arealreadie taught'. Bur the Poetis the faod 
for the tendreſt tomacks,the Poectis indeedthe right Philoſopher. Whereof 
Eſaps tales giues good proof, whoſe pretty allegorics ſtealing vnder the formaltales 
of bcaſtes, make many more beaftly than beafls,beginne to hearethe ſound of 
vertue from thoſe dumbe ſpeakers . Butnow may it beealleaged, that if this imagi- 
ning of matters be ſofit forthe imagination;then muſt the #/foriennceds furpatls, 
who brings you images of true matters, ſuchas indeede were done,not ſuch as fan- 
taſtically or falſly may be ſuggeſted to haue bin done. Truly Ariec/e himſclfin his 
diſcourſe of Poeſie, plainly determins this queſtion, ſaying that Pocrrie is trungorrgyy 
and ewdriorgyr, that is to ay, it is more Philoſophicall, and more ingenious than 
hiſtory. His reaſon is, becauſe Peeſie dealeth with wwe, that is toſay,, with the vni- 
uerſall conſideration,&the hiſtoric with w#' ##5»,theparticular. Now,ſaith he,the 
vniverſall waies what is fit to be ſaid ordone.citheris likelihood or neceſfsiry,w ** 
the Poeſie confidereth in his impoſed-names:8& the particular only markes whether 
Alcibiades did or ſuffered this or that. Thus far Ariſfetie.Which reaſon of his,as all 
his,is moſt full of reaſon,For indeed if the queſtion were, whether it were better to 
haue a particular a@truly or falſly ſet down, there is no doubtw**is to be choſen, 
no morethan whether you had rather haue Faſpaſians piure _— he was,orat 
the painters pleaſure nothing reſembling, But if the queſtion be for your own vic & 
learning,whether it be better to haue it ſet downas it ſhold be,oras it wagthencer- 
rainly is more do@trinable the fainedCyrus in Xevephon,than the true Cyras in Iuflix: 
and the fained _deneas in Virgi/,than the right dewees in Dares Phrygins : asto 
a Ladiethat deſired to faſhion her 'countenancetorhe beſt grace, a Painter ſhould 
more benefit her to portraitamoſt ſweere face, writing Cenidievpon it, thanto 
paint Cevidie as ſhee was, who Horece fweareth was full ill fauoured. If the Poo 
doe his partarighr;hee will ſhew-you in'T«v#/x5 , Ares , and ſuch like , nothing 

that is notto bee ſhunned in Cyres , Aeneas, Flyſes,ccach thing to bee followed : 
were the Hiſtories bound to tell things as things were j cannot bee liberall, with- 
outhee willbce Poericall of aperfe& parterne, but as in A/exender or Scipio him- 
ſelfe, ſhew doings, ſome to bee-liked, ſomerobec miſliked , and then how will 
you diſcerne whatto follow, butby your owne diſcretion, which you had with- 
out' reading 2aintas Curtis $ . And whereasa man may. faygthough in vaiuerlall 
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conſideration of  do@rine ,: the Poes:preuaileth,, yer that the Hiſtorte (in his 
ſaying ſucha thing was doneg.doth warranta man more in that hce ſhall follow; 
Theanſwere is manifelt,- thatif hee gat na. was ,\a$ if hee ſhouldargue, 
Becauſe tained yeſterday,therefore it raineroday ; then indeede hath ir 
ſome aduanrage to.4 grolle conceit . But.ifhee knowan  cxample onely enformes 
a coniecured likclihood,and.{o.goe byreaſon, the Zere dotbslo farre exceed him, 
as heeis to frame his example torthatwhich'is moſt ceafonable y -bee it in warlike, 
policick,or priuate martets z where the #iforiew in his bare, Was,hath many times 
that which wee call fortune; ro ouer-rulethe beſt wiſdome . Many times hee muſt 
relleuents ; whereof heecan yeelde necauſc;oritheedoc, it muſtbee poctically ; 
For, thara fained cxample-hath as much force to teach, as attue example for as 
tor tomoue , it is cleare, fincethe fained may be tuned tothe higheſt key of paſſi- 
on Yletvs rake one cxample wherein an -Hifforian and a Poet did concurre . Hers- 
aorus and luftine doc bots teſtifie, that Zopiras,, King Dariss faithfull ſeruant, 
ſeeing his maſter long; reliſted by therebellious 34by/on;ens,fained himielfein ex- 
rreamediſgrace of his King, forverifying of which, hee cauſed his owne noſe 
andeares ro bee cut off, and-fo flying to the Beby/oviens was receiued, and for his 
knowne valure ſo farre credited, thathee did finde meanes todeliuerthemouer to 
Darizs, Much like martcer doth Ziay record of Terquizizs and his fonne . Xenophon 
excellently fained ſuch another ſtratagem; performed by Abradates in Cyras be- 
halfe . Now would 1 faine know, if occaſion bee preſented yats you, to ferue your 
Prince by ſach an honeſt difimulation, why youdoenoras well learne it of Xeno- 
phans fictions as ofthe others veritie :: and truely-ſomuch the berter, as you ſhall 
ſave your noſe by the bargaine. For «Ahradazes did not counterfeit fo farre . So 
thea the beſt of the Hi/{orienis ſubietto the Pore :. for whatſocuer aQion or fa- 
Rion, whatſoeuer counſell, policic,or warre ſtratagem the Hifforievis bonnd to 
recite, that may the Poet if hee liſt with his imitation make his owne : beaurify- 
ing it both for further teaching;and moredclighting,as it pleaſe him : having all 
from Dartehis heauento his hell, vader the authoritie of his pen . Which if I bee 
asked what Poets haue done ſo ? asI mighrwell name ſome, fo yctſay TI, andfay 
againe, I ſpeake ofthe Artand notof the Artificer. Now tothat whichcoms 
monly is attributed to the praiſe of Hiſtorie,inreſped of rhe notable learning is got 
by marking the ſuccelle, as though therein aman ſhould ſee vertue exalkedandvice 
puniſhed : truly rhac commendation is peculiar to Poerrie , and farre off frotn Hi- 
ſtorie , for indeed Poetrie cuer ers vertue ſo out: in her beſt colours,making for- 
tune her wel-waiting handmaidhat one muſt needes be enamoured of her. Welt 
may you ſee /1yfes ina: ſtorme and in other. hard plights, butthey"are but 
exerciſes of patience and magnanimitie, ro make them ſhine rhe more inthe neare 
following proſperitie . And of the contrarir part, ifeuill mencome tothe ſtage, 


they cuer goe our (as the'Tragedic writer an{wered to one that miſlikedthe ſhew = 


of ſuch perſons )ſo manacled, asthey lirtle animarefolkes to follow them . But 
the Hiſtory being captiued tothe truthof a foeliſhworld, is many times aterrour, 
from well.doing,andan cneouragement tovnbridled wickedneſle. For ſee we not 
valiant Milciades ror in his ferters 2 The juſt Fhocionand the accompliſhed Socrates 
put todeath ike traicors 2 The crucl Sexerss line pro ye TheexcellentSe-, 
eras miſerably niurthered ? Sy/ls & Merixs dying in their beds © Pompey & Cicers 
ſlaine then when they would haue thought exile a happinefſee Scewe for vertnous 
Cato driuen to kill himfelfe, and rebell Ce/ar ſo aduanced, thathis name, yetafter 
athouſand fix hundred yeares,laſterh inthe higheſt honour? And markebuteuert 
Ce/ars 0wne wordes of the forenained 5Sj/ls; ( whoihthatonely did honeſtly por - 
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downe his diſhoneſt ryranay ) Leteres weſciait:as if want of learning:cauſed 
Lito doe well . Hee meant ic not by Poetrie, which,not content with earthly 
. deviſeth new puniſhments in hell forryrants : nor yer by'Philoſophie, 
which tcacheth Occidentes ef/e, but no doubt by skill. in Hiſtorje ; for tharindeede 
can afford you Cipſclus , Prriander , Phalaris,Dionyſies ,and I know not how many 
moe of the ſame kennell, that ſped wellenough in their abhominable iniuſtice of 
vſurpation. I conclude therefore,that he excellerh hiſtorie,not only in furniſhing 
the minde with knowledge, bur in ſerring it forwardrothart which deſeruesto bee 
called and accounted good : which ſetting forward and mouingto well-doing, 
indeede ſctterh the Laurell crowne vponthe Poers as vitorious, not only of the 
Hiſtorian , but ouer the Philoſopher , howſoeverin teaching, it may be-queſtio- 
nable, For ſuppoſe ir be graunted, that which Iuppoſc withgreac reaſon may 
bedenicd,chat the Philoſopher inreſpeRtofhis merhodicall proceedinggreach more 
perfealy than the Poer , yetdoeTthinke , that no man is ſo much goopaine@ as 
ro compare the ?hilofopher in mouing withthe Poe. And that mouing is ofa 
higher degree than teaching, irmay bythis appeare , that iris well nigh both the 
cauſe and effe of teaching. For who will be taught,it he be normoued with defire 
to be taught? And what ſo much gooddoth tharteaching bring forth,(I ſpeake till 
of morall doctrine ) as that it moueth one to doethat which ir doth teach 2 For as 
Ariſtoil: ſaith, it is not 34x but ac#5s muſt bethe fruit: and how ext can be with- 
our bceing moucd ropraRiſe, itis no hard matterto conſider. The Pbi/o/opher 
ſheweth you the way , hee informettryou of the particulariries, as well of the te- 
diouſnefle of the way,andofthe pleaſant lodging,you ſhall haue when your jour- 
ney. is ended, asof the many by-turnings thar may diuert you from your way . 
Bur this isro nonian but to him that will reade him; and reade him with attentiue 
ſtudious paincfalneſle; which conſtant defire whoſocner harhin him, hath already 
paſt halfe the hardneſle of the way : and therefore is beholding to the #hilo/opber 
but forthe other halfe . Nay truly learned men hauc learnedly thought, that where 
once reaſon hath ſo much ouer-maſtered paſſion, as thattheminde hath a free de- 
' firetodoe well, the inwardlight each minde hath in ir ſelfe, is as good as a Philoſo- 
phers booke, ſince in Nature wee kniow it is well, ts dve well, and what is well and 
what iscuill;alchough not in the words of Art which ?hloſophers beſtow vpon'vs: 
for our of naturall conceit the Phi/oſophers drew it; but to bee moued rodoe that 
which wee know,or to bee moned with defire to know, Hee #p#5, bis labor eft . Now 
therein of all Sciences (1 ſpeake ſtill of humane, and according tothe humane con- 
Ccit) is our Poe# the Monarch. For hee doth not onely ſhew the way, but giueth fo 
ſwcertea proſpeR into the way, as will intice any mantoenter into it :: Nay hee 
dothas ifrour iourney ſhould lye through a faire vineyard ; atthe very firſt ; giue 
you acluſter of grapes, that full ofthat taſt, you may long to paſſe further Hee be- 
ginncth nor with obſcuredefinitions, which muſt blurre the margent with inter- 
pretations,and load the memory with doubrfulneſs: bur he commerh ro you with 
wordes ſet in delightfull propontiss; either accompanied with,or prepared forthe 
well enchaunting skill of 24»ſficke; & with a tale (forſooth) he commeth vnto you, 
with a tale which holdeth children from play, and old men from the-Chimney 
corner , and pretending no more, doth intend the winning of the minde from wic- 
kedneſte ro verwe 3 euen as the child is often brought to take moſt wholſom things 
by hiding them in ſuch orher as hauca pleaſant tafte : which if one ſhould begin 
to tellrhem the nature of the <d/lves or Rhuberberamthey ſhould receiue 5 would 
ſoonertake their phyfickeartheir cares thanat theirmourh,ſo is ir in men (moſt of 
which ace childiſh inthe beſt things ;rill they bee cradled inheirgraues) gladelicy 
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vaderſtand. Bur ifany thing be already-faiginche defence of ſweete 2eetry,all con- 
qurrotothe maintainingthe Herwicsth,hichis not onely a kinde, .bur the beſt and 
moſt accompliſhed kinde of Zeetry; For. as the image of cach Adioa ſtirrerh and 
inſtruderh the mind,ſo the lofty image of ſuch warthies, moſt inflameththeminde 
vvith deſire tobe warthy.: and 'enformes wich counſaile how to.bee worthy, Only 
lete£xeasbee worne inthe Tablerof your memory, how he gouerneth him(clfe in 
the ruine of his Couiitry,inthe preſeruing hisold Father, and caxrying away his re- 
ligious Ceremonics;in obeying Gods Commandementto leaue Dias, though not 


only all paſſionate kindneſſe,but euen the humane con(ideration of vertuous grate- 
fulneſſe. would haue craued other of him: how in ſtormes, how ia ſports, how.in 
vvarre,how in peace, how a fugiciuc,how viRorious, how belieged, how belieging, 
how to ſtrangers, howto Allies, how ro enemies, howto hls owne. Laſtly, how in 
his inward ſte, and how in his ourward gouernement, and I thinke in a. minde 
moſt prejudiced witha preiudicating humour, hee will bee found in excellency 
fruitfull. Yea-as Horace ſaich , Helins Chrifippo ©, Crantore 7 but truely, I ima- 
gine it falleth out with theſe Poct-whippers,aswith ſome good vvomen, whooften 
ace ficke, but in faith: they cannottell where. Sothe name of Poetrie is odious to 
them, bur neirher his cauſenor effeQs, neyrther the ſumme that containes him, 
nor the particularitics deſcending from him, gine any faſt handle to their car- 
ping diſpraife. Since then Peetrie is of all humane earnings the moſt ancienc, 
and of moſt fatherly antiquity, as from vvhence other learnings have raken their 
beginnings ; Since it is ſo vriucrſall, thatno Kaned Nation doth deſpiſe it,. nor 
barbarous Nation-is without ir, Since both Komexe and Greeke gaue ſuch diuine 
names vnto it, the one of propheſying, the other of making 2nd that indeede 
thatrname of making is fic for him, conſidering, that vyhere. all other Arrs re- 
taine themſelues within their ſubieQz andrecciueasitwere their being fromit 
The Poct onely, onely bringeth his owne ſtuffe, and doth nor learne a Conceir 
out of a matter, butmakerh matter for a Conceit, Since neither his deſcription, 
norend containeth any cuill, the-thjing deſcribed cannot bee euill ; fince his cf- 
fes bee ſogoodasto teach goodnefle, and delightthe learners of it ; ſince there- 
in (namely in morall-doarinethe- chiefe of all knowledges) hee doth not oncly 
farre paſſe the Hi#orien, but for infliuQing is well nigh comparable to the#b/- 
leſepber, for mouing, leauerh him behind him, - Since the holy Scripture (where- 
ja there is no vacleaneneſle) hath whole parts init Poeticall, and that euen our 
Saujour Chriſt youchſafed to yſe the flowers of it: lince all his kindneſles are, nor 
onely intheir vnited formes, bur in their ſevered difſeRions fully.commendable, 
Ithinke, (andthinke Echinke rightly) the. Laurcll Crowne appointed for trium- 
phant Captaines, doth worthily of all otherlearnings,” honour the Foetsrriumph. 
ut becauſe wee haue cares as. well as ages, andthar thelighteſt reaſonsrhar 
may. bee, will ſcanc/to waigh. greatly ,. if nothing bee pur in the. counterbal- 
lanee,, let vs heare, and as well as wee can , ponder what obiections be made a- 
gainſtchis' Arr, which may bee worthy:eyther of ycelding or anſwering. Fiſt, 
truly I note, nor onely in theſe www Pogt-baters, but in all that kinde of peo- 
ple who ſeckea praiſe, by difprailing ocbers chatrhey do prodigally ſpenda oy | 
many wandring words. in- quips and. ſcoltes,; - arr Senayel A 
which by ſtirring the ſpleene, moy- lay the braine fromathrough beholding the 
worthinelle of the ſubic&. Thoſe kinde of obieQions, as they are full of a very idle 
cafineſle, ſince. there js nothing of ſo ſacred amaicſty , bur an near, Ne. op 
my rub it ſclfe vponir,. ſo deſerue they no other anſwer, bur in ſtead of laughing 
atthe ieft, to laughartheieſter.

But for Er4/mss and Azrippe, they had an other foundation thanthe ſu- 
perficiall part wapld promiſe.) Marry theſe other pleaſant fault-finders, whowill 
correQ the Yerbbefore they vaderſtand the Noxve, and confure others knawledge 

. before they contirme their owne , I would haue them onely remember, that 
ſcoffing commeth-not of wiſedonie; ſo as the beſt title in true Engliſh they 
get with their meryments, is to bee called good fooles : for ſo have our graue 
forefathers eucr rearmed that humorous kind of icſters. Bur that which g1 
grearcſt ſcopeto their ſcorningfiumor, is ryming and verſing .. It isalreadie ſaid, 
(andasI thinketruly ſaid ) itis not ryming and verſing that maketh Foefie: One 
may bee a Feet without verſing, anda verſifier withour Poctrie. But yet preſup- 
poſe it were inſeparable, as indeedcir ſecmerh Sce/iger iudgerh truly, it wereatt in- 
ſeparable commendation . For if Ore/t#, next to Retio,Speech next to Reaſon, bee 
the greateſt gift beſtowed ypon Adorralirie, that cannot bee prayſeleſle whichdoth 
molt poliſh thar bleſſing of ſpeech; which confidereth each word , natonly as. 
2 man nay ſay by his forcible qualitie, butby his beſt meaſured quancitie, carying 
cuen in themſclues a Hermoviez without perchaunce number, meaſure, order, prc= 
portion bee” ingur time growne odious. Burlay afide the juſt _ it hath By be- 
ing the oncly. fir ſpeech for Meſick ( Muſicke I lay , the moſt diyine iriker of the 
ſenſes, ) Thus much is vndoubtedly true, that if reading bee fooliſh withone re- 
membring, Memory bcing the onely treaſure of Oy >in dr? words which 
are fitteſt for memory,are likewiſe moſt conuetient for knowledge. Now that 
Verſe farre exceedeth Proſe,in the knitting vp ofthe memorie, the reaſon is mani- 
fcft,the wordes (beſides their delight, which hatha great affinitie to memory ) be- 
ing (a ſetas one cannot bee (oſt, bur the whoJe worke foiles: which accuſipgic ſelfe; 


calleththe remembrance backe to it ſelfe,& ſomoſtftrongly tonfirmeth ir, Beſides 
one word,ſo as it werebegerting another, as be it in rime or meaſured verſe, by the 


formeraman ſhall hane a ncere gheſleto the follower. Laſtly , even they thathaye: 


raughrrhe Art of nemoric, and ſhewed nothing ſo apt for it, as2certaine roame 
divided into. many places, well and throughly knowne : Now that haththe verſe 
in effec perfectly, cuery word hauing his natural ſear; which ſeat aiuſt needs make 
the word remembred. But whatneedes more ina thing ſoknowne $0 all men? 
Who is ic that'euer was ſcholler; that doth not carrie away ſome verſes of Yirgill, 
Hgrzce, or Cats;, Which inhis youth hee learned, and eucnto his olde age ſerite 
him for houxely leſſons ; as, Percontetorem ſugito , her gerate idew oft , Dum fibs 
quiſqxe placet creanls ture ſumns . But the firnefle it hath for memorie, is notably 
proued by alldeliuerie of Arts, wherein for the moſt part , from Groammgr to Ls- 
gicke , Marhematickes ; _—_— , andthereſt, theRuleschicfly neceſſaietobec 
borneaway, arc compiled in verſes... Sorhat verſe. beitigin it ſclfe ſweete and 9r- 
dex ', and being beſt for memorie, the onely handle of knowledge, irmuſibes 
in/jieft thatany-man can ſpeake againſt it. Now then goe weeto the moſt impor- 
rant jmputations laid ro the poore Poers ; for ought I ca yerlearnie,they arecheſe: 
. Firſt, char chere beeiog, maby other more fruitfull knowledges ; a man might 
beer ſpend his timein them, than in this . Secondly, that it is the mother of 
lies, Thirdly, thatitis the nurſe _— , infeting vs with ey FOREgs- 
fC | aa 3 es, 
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fires, with a Syrexe ſweeteneſle,, drawing the mindetothe Serpents taile of finfull 
fancies; and hercin eſpecially Comedes'giue the largeſt field to care, as Chancer 
fith , how both in other nations and ours, beforePoers did ſoften vs, wee were 
full of courage, giuento martiall exerciſes, the- pillars of manlike libertie and 
not lulled aſlcepe in ſhadie idleneſſe with Poers paſtimes . Andiaſtly and chiefly , 
they cry out with open mouth, as if they had ouer-ſhot Rebiwhood , that Plaroba- 
niſhed them out of his Common: wealth . Truly ,thisismuch, if therebee much 
truth init. Firſt ro the firſt. That aman might berterſpend histime, isareaſon 
indeede: butit doth as they ſay , but Perere principinm. For if itbee, asTaffirme, 
that no learning is ſo good, asthat which teacheth and moverhtovertue ;and that 
none can both teach and moue thereto ſo much as Poeſie, thenisthe concluſion 
manifeſt; that inke and paper cannot bee to a _ profitable purpoſe imployed. 
And cerrainely though a man ſhould grant their firſt aſſumption;it ſhould follow 
mee thinke )very vawillingly,that good is not good, becauſe better is berter. But I 
ill andytterly deny, thatthere is ſprung out of cartha more fruitfull knowledge. 
To the ſecond therefore, that they ſhould bee the principall lyats, I anſwer Pore- 
dexically, but truely , Ithinke truely : that of all writers vader the Sunne,the Poer is 
the leaſt lyar : and though he would,as a Feer,can ſcarcely bee alyar. The 4ffrowo- 
aer With his couſin the Geometrician can hardly eſcape , when theytake vponithein 
to meaſure the height of the ſtarres. How often thinke you doe the Phyſitiens lye, 
when they auerre things good for ſickneſſes, which afterwards ſend Cherow agreat 
number of ſoules drowned ina potion, before they cometo hisFertic? Andno leffe 
of the reſt, whichtake vpon themto affirme. Now for the Poor , hee nothing affir- 
meth,and therefore neuer lyeth : foras I take it, tolye,istoaffirmetharto beetrue, 
whichis falſe . Soas the other Artiſtes, &cſpecially the Hifories affirming many 
things, can in the cloudy knowledge of mankind, hardly eſcape from\many lyecs . 
But the Poe#, as I ſaid before, neuer affirmeth, the Poex never makethany' Circles 
about your imagination,to coniure you to beleeue forrrue, what he writeth : he ci- 
ecth not authorities of other hiſtories, bur euecn for hisentrie , calleththe Fveare 
Muſes toinſpire into hima good inuention. In trothnort labouringtotell you whar 
is,or is not, but what ſhould, orſhould not bee, Andrherefore though heerecbiint 
things not true, yet becauſe heetelleth them not for true, he lyeth'inot: withontwee 
will ſay,that Nathan lycd in his ſpeech before alledgedroDanid, whictras a wicked 
man durſt ſcarce ſay, ſothinke Inone ſolimple , would fay , that Zfpelyedinthe 
tales of his beaſts: tor who thinketh that E/ope wrote it for aRuallyxrue; werewell 
worthy to haue his nameChronicled among the beaſts he writeth of, Wharchild is 
there, thatcomming to a play and feceing Thebes written ingreatlettersvporan 
olde doore , doth belecue that it is Thebes ? If then a map can arriueto the chiildes 
age, to know that the Pcers perſons and doirigs, arc burpiures' wharſhouldbee, 
& not ſtories what haue been, they will neucrgiuerhe lyetorthingonot afficmariue- 
ly, but allegorically and figuratiuely written ;' and therefore as in hiſtory lookiag 
for truth,they may go away full fraught with falſhood:Soin PeeſieJooking but for: 
ficion,they ſhall vie the narcarionbut as an-imaginariue ground-platot aprofitable 
invention. Bur hereto is replied , - that the 'Poers giue names romenthey write of; 
which argueth a conceitot: an actualltruch, and ſo not being trueyproueth falſe” 
hood. And'dorth the Lawyer lye then,when vnder the names of 7baofrhegrlleatid 
tobs of the Nokeshe putteth his Caſe * Buttharis caſilyanſivered;xheir naming of 
then, is but:to maketheir piture the more lively, and not tobuild any Hiſtotie, 
Painting men,they cannot leaue men namelefie;Wee ſeeiwe ag:

fo miſliked Fa/giw for carrying Ennine with himtothe field, . it may bee anſwered, 
that if Cz## miſliked it, the noble Fulurus liked it; orelſc he had not done ir;for it was 
notthe ciicellent Card Fricenſes, whoſe authoritic I would much more haue reueren- 
ced: burit was the former,in truth a bitter puniſher of faults;, butelſcamantharhad 
neuer-ſacrificedto the-Graces, He miſliked &erytd onr againit all Greeke learning, & 
yet being fourcſcore-yeares old, began toleatneir, behke featingtnat Plutovnder- 
ood nor Larine : Indeede the Keweverlawes' allowed no perſonto becarriedtothe 
wars,buthe thar was inthe ſouldiers role.

Certaine Poets, as Symonides & Pindaras, hadſ0 prevailed 
with Hero the firſ},chat of atyrantthey made hima iuft King: where Z/arvcould doe 
folictle with Dyonifiac; that hee bimſelfe of a Philoſopher, was made aflaue.' Bit who 
ſhould do thus,I confefle ſhould requite the objeRions made againſt Poers; with like 
cauellations againſt Philofophers : as likewiſe one ſhould do that ſhould bid one reade 
Phadrus or Sympoſium in Plato, or the diſcourſciof Joue inPlsterch,and feewhether 
any Poct do ambiarizeabominablefilthineſſceasrhey doe.Againe, aman mightaske, 
out of what.comon-wealth #{ars doth baniſh them, in ſooth, thence where hee him« 
ſelfe allowerh community of women. So as belike this batiſhmentgrewanot foref- 
feminate wantonnes,fincelittle ſhould poericalSovzersbehurtful,whena man mighe 
hauewhatwoman heliſted. Bur 1 honourPhiloſophicall ioficuRtions, &bleſle the: 
wits which bred them-: ſo as they-be not abuſed, whichis likewiſe ſtretched to Pecs, 
zrie. Saint Paul himſelfe ſers a warch-word-vpoin Pbiloſaphic, indeed-vpon theabulſe.' 
Sodoth ?/arovponthe abuſe,nort ypon Poeryy.Plate found fault that the Poets of his: 
time,tild the world with. wrong opinions of thegods, making light tales of chatvn- 
ſpottedeſlence;& therfore would nathaue theyouthdepraued with ſuch opinions: 
herein may much bee ſaid, letthis ſuffice|'The 2oers did not indvee ſuch opinions y 
but did imirate thoſc opinionsalready induced:Fot all the Greeke toriescan;wellte= 
ſifiezthar the very religion of that time, ſtood 'vpon many,;8& many faſhioned gods'+ 
nottaught ſo by Poezs, but followed accordingro:- theirnature of imitation. Who

Bur] liktnotto defend Poefie 
with the helpe of his vaderling Hieriegraphie, Letir ſuffice to have ſhewed, it is 
a fic foile for praife ro dwell vpon : and what diſpraiſe may fetvpon it, is cithereafi» 
ly ouercome,or transformed into iuſt commendations.So theexcellencies 
of it may bee ſocaſily and ſoiultly confirmed, and the low-creeping obieRions ſa 
foone trodden downe, it not being an Art of lyes, burof tre doctrine ;not of cffe- 
minareneſſe, bur of notable ſtirring of courage , not of abuſing mans wit, but of 
ſtrengthning mans wit, not baniſhed , but honoured by P/ate, let vs rather plane 
more Laurcls for to ingarlandthe Poets heads (which honour of being Laureate, 
as beſides them, oncly rriumphane Capraines were, is a ſufficient authority to ſhew 
the pricethey oughtro be held in) than ſuffer the ill auoured breath of fuch wrong 
ſpeakers, once ro blow vpon the cleare ſprings of Perſe. But fince I haue runne fo 
2 Carreerin this marter , meethinkes, | before I give my penneafull Roppe,ie 
bee but alitcle more loſt rime;toinquire why England, the mother of c xceHtleve 
mindes, ſhould bee growne fo hard a ftep-metherto Peers, who certainely in wit 
oughr to paſſe all ochers, finceall onely procceds from their wit,being indeed ma- 
kers of themſelues,not takers of others. How can Ibut cxclaime, 1u/a mihi canſes 
memers 480 numine lafo, Sweete Poefie,that hath anciently had Kings, Emperours, 
Senators, great Capraines, fuch as befides athouſand others, Dezid, Adrien, S8- 
phecles, Germanicus, not onely tofauour Peers, butto bee Ports : and of our nearer 
times, can preſent for her Patrons, a Kebert King of Sicz/l, the great King Freacu 
of Frexce, King James of Sectland, ſuch Cardinals as Zembar, and Bibiews , (uch 
famous preachers and teachers, as Bcz4 and Merlanchrom, ſo learned Phileſophers, as 
Fracaſierine, and Scaliger, {0 great Orators, as Powutenxe, and Aurciw; io picreing 
wics, as George bachanen, {0 graue Counſcllours, as befides manic, dur hetbee all 
that Hoſpital of Frexcezthan whom' I thinke that Realme never brought forth a 
more accomplithed iudgement,more firmely builded vpon verrue : I ſay,theſe with 
numbcrs of ochers, not onely to reade others Peefics, butto Poetifſe for others rea» 
ding ; that Poefie thus embraced in all other [II finde in ourtime a 
hard welcome in England, I chinke the very earth tsit, andrhercfore deckes 
our ſoile with fewer Laurclschan ir was accuſtomed. For heretofore, Poets haue 
in England alſo flouriſhed : and which is to Be noted, cucn inthoſcrtimes whenthe 
Trumpet of Mears did ſound lowdeſt. And now thatanouer-faint quietneſſe ſhould 
ſeeme to ftrow the houſe for vers, rhey are almoſt in as good reputation, as the 
Moamehanhes atYenice, Truly even thar ; as of the one ſide ic giueth greatpraiſeto 
Poefie, whichilike Yewns (but to better purpoſe) had rather bee troubled in the nee 
with Mars, than tnioy the homely quiet #i/can: So fcrues ir for a peece of a 
reaſon , why they are leſſe gratefullro In which now can ſcarce endure 
rhe paineof a petine, Vponthis neceſſarily followerh, thar baſe men wich ſeruile 
wits vadertake it,” who thinke it-cnough if —_— bee rewarded of the Printer :

red Knights ofthe ſame order. But I, that before ever I durſt aſpire vnto thedig- 
nitic, am admitted intothe company of the Paper-blarrers Noefnide the very true 
cauſe of our wanting eſtimation is want of deſert, raking vpon vs tobee Pdetrin 
deſpite of P&llas . Now wherein wee wantdeſert , wereathanke-worthy labout 
 roexpreſle, But if Iknew, [ſhould haue mended my ſelfe:butas I neuerdefired the 
title, ſo have IncgleRed the meanes ro comeby' it, onely ouer-maſteredby ſome 
rhoughts, I yeeldedaninkie tribute: vnto them. Marry they thardelight in Poeſid 
it ſelfe, ſhould ſeeke! toknow what they doe : and how they doecſpecially looke 
themſclues in an vnflatrering glafle of reaſon, if they bee inclinablevatoit. For 
Poefie muſt not bee drawne by rhe cares, irmuſt be gently led,or rather icmuſt lead, 
which was: partly-rthe cauſe that made the ancient learnedaffirme , 'ir was a diuine 
giftandno_ humaneskill , finceall-orher knowledges lye readie for any that haue 
ſtrengthof wit : A Pot no induſtric canmake, if his owne Gerizs beenot carried 
| intoit , And therefare' is an olde prouerbe, :Orator fit , Poets neſcitur , Yetcon- 
feſſe alwayes, tharas the fertileſt ground muſtbee manured, ſo muſt the higheſt 
flying withauvea Deaa/as, to guide.him . Thar Deds/es they ſay both'in this and 
in other, hath three wings to beare it ſclfe vp into the ayre of due commendation * 
thatis, Art., Imitation and Exerciſe. Bur :theſe neither Artificiall Rules; nor 
imitariue patternes. wee much.cumber our ſelues withall . Exerciſe indeede wee 
doe; but that very fore-backwardly, for wherewe ſhouldexerciſe to know, wee 
exerciſeas having knowne : and ſgis our brainedeliuered of much marter,, which 
neuerwasbegottenby knowledge. For there being rwoprincipall parts, Matterto 
be exprefled by words,and wordesto expreſle the matter :;: In neither,we vie Art 
or Imitation rightly, Our matter is,,2#04/ber, indeedealthough wrongly perfor-

after him. Yet had he great wants, fit to be forgiuen in ſo reuerent an Antiquitie. I 
account the Mirrourof Magiſtrates, meerely turniſhed of: beaurifult parts;And in 
the Earlc of /Sdrrys Lyrickes, many things taſting.of anoble birch, and worthie 
of anoble minde. - The ay ar Kalender hath much Foeery in hisEclogues;

Excepring Garboducke (againeI ſay 
obtholetharl haue ſcene) which norwithſtandiog asitisfull of ſtately ſpeeches * 
and well ſounding phraſes eliming tothe height of Seveca hisſtile,andas fi wa

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table moralitie, which it doth moſt delightfully teach, and ſo obtainethe very'end 
of Ferfie; Yetin truth iris very defetuousin the circumſtances, whichgrieues me, 
becauſe ir. might nor rerwaine as an exaR modellof all Tragedics. For it is faultic 
bothin place and rime,the two neceſlarie companions of all corporall ations. For 
where the Rage ſhould alway repreſent but one place, and rhe vetermoſt time pre- 
ſuppoſed'in it ſhould bee both by 4riftetles precept, and commen reaſon, burone 
day; thereare both many daycs and many places inartifici my carne ifiebe 
ſo in Gerbedwcke, how much more inall the reſt? where you ſhall haue Mz of the 
one {ide ,and Africke of the other , and ſo many ether vader-kingdomes, thatthe 


- Plaier when hee comes in, muſt cuer begin with telling where hee is,or clſerhetale 


will not be conceiued. Now ſhall you haue three Ladies walke to gather flowers, 
and then wee muſt beleeue the ſtage to bea garden. By and by wee heare newesof 
ſhipwracke in the ſame place,then wee are too blame if we acceptit not for a rocke. 
Vpon the backe of that comes outa hideous monſter with fire and ſmoke, and chen 
the miſcrable beholders are bound to take it fora caue : while in the meane time

'But they will ſay, how then ſhall wee fer forth a ſtorie, which containes 
both many places, and many times? And doethey not know that a Tragedic is 
ryedto the lawes of Pocſie , and not of Hiſtorie : not bound to follow theſtorie, 
bur hauing libertiecirher to fayne a quite new matter, ortg frame the Hiſtorieto 
the moſt tragicall conueniencic? Againe, many things may bee told, which cannor 
bee ſhewed : if they know the difference betwixt reporting andrepreſenting. As 
for example, I may ſpeake, though Iam heereof Pers, and in ſpeech digreſſe from 
that, to the deſcription of Celecet : bur in aftionI cannot repreſent it without 
Pacolets horſe. And ſo was rhe manner the auncients tooke , by ſome Nantius 
to recount things donein former time or other place . Laſtly, if they will repre- 
ſcar an Hiſtoric , they muſt not( as Horace ſaith) begin «b #xo, but they:mult come 
to the principall peint of that one ation which they will repreſent. By exawple 
this will be beſt expreſled.I hauc a toric of young Polzdorss, deliuered for ſafe- 
tics ſake withgreat riches by his father Priewes , to Polimneſter king of Thrace ,) in 
the 7r054u warre time. Hee after ſome yeares, hearing of the ouerthrow of Pria- 
ww , fortomake the treaſure his owne, murthereth thechilde; thebodic of rhe 
childe israken vp, Heeabe, ſhee the ſame day findeth a ſlight to bee revenged moſt 
cruelly of the Tyrant. 'Where now would 'one of our Tragedie-writers begin ; 
but with the deliucrie of the childe £ Then ſhould one ſaile over intoThrace.and fo 
2nd I know riot how. many peareond trauaile numbers of places . Burt where 
h Earjpider teucn with the finding of che bodie , the reſt leauing to bee tolde by 
the ſpirit. of Polzdorws . This necdes no further to bee enlarged, the dulleſtwir 
may'conceine ir , But beſides theſe groſle:abſurditics, how all their Playes bee 
pcither right Tragedics, nor right Comedics, mingling Kings and Clownes,

chers. Truly, I could wiſh,ifat leaſt Tmightbe ſoboldtowiſh,in a thing beyond che 
reach of my capacity, the diligentimitators of Tal and Demoftbenes, moit worthy

ſes,as by attentiue tranflarion;as it were,dewourethem whole,& make them wholly

deed had but waytcd of him therein, alas ( chought I ) good Philoxenue, how evil 
doth it become thy name to be ſubſcribed to his leter? what ſhould I ſay?nay,whar 
ſhould I nor ſay(noble Knight) who am not aſhamed,nay am delighted, thus ro ex- 
prefſe mine owne pathons? 

Dayes paſt, hiseagernes for his friend neuer decreaſed, my affeRion to him ever 
increaſed. Art length,in way of ordinarie curtefie,I obtained of bim(who ſuſpe&ed 
no ſuch matter)this his piure,the enly_{mphialm, | feare that I ſhall ever enioy * 
and growne bolder, or madder, or bold with madnefle , I diſcovered my affeRion 
vnto bim. But Lord,1 ſhail never forget, how anger and carrelie, at oneinftant ap- 
pearedin his eyes, when hee heardthar motion: how with his blulh hee taught me 
{hame.[n ſumme,he left nothing vaaſſayed, which might diſgrace himſelf, to grace 
his friend; in ſweet termes making me receiue a moſt reſolute retuſall of bimſelfe. 
But when he found that his preſence did far more perſwadefor himſelfe, then his 
ſpeech could do for his friend,he lefe my Court; hoping that f ullnefſe (which 
commonly waits vpon abſence) would make roome for his friend ; to whom he 
would not vcterthus much(l think)for a kind feare not to grieve bim,or perchance 
(though he cares little for me)ofa certaine honourable gratefulnefle, not yetto dif 
coucr ſo mach ofmy ſecrets: but as it ſhould ſeeme,meantr to tranel into farre coun- 
tries, vntill his friends affeRion either ceaſed, or prevailed. But within a while, F6:- 
loxenws came ta ſee how onward the fruits were of bis friends labour, when (as in 
erueth I cared not much how berook it)he found me fitting, beholdingthis pifture, 
I know not with how affeRionate countenance, buc I am ſure with a moſt affeRio-- 
nate minde. I ſtraight foundiclouſie and diſdainetook holdof him, and yer the fro- 
ward paine of mine own heart made me ſo delight ro puniſh him, whom Iefteemed 
the chiefeſt let in my way; that when he with humble gefture,& vebement ſpeeches 
ſued for my fanour, I told him, that I would heare him more willingly, ifhe would - 
ſpeake for _4mphialus,as well as_Amphialus had done for him:hee never anſwered 
me,but pale & quaking, went ſtraight away ; & ſtraight my beart miſgaue me ſome 
euill facceſſe : and yet though [ had authoritie enough to haue ſtayed bim (as in 
theſe farall things it fals our,chat the high-working powers make ſecond cauſes yn- 

ietingly acceſſorieto their determinations) I did no further, but ſent a foor-man 
ofmine (whoſe faithfulnes to me 1 well knew) from place to placeto follow bim, 
& bring me word of his proceedings: which (alas)baue brought forth that which [ 
feare I muſt ever rewe. | SO. 

For he had travelled ſcarce a dayes tourney out of my countrey;butthat(not far 
from this place)he ouer-tooke_4mphialus, who (by ſuccouringadiftreſſed Ladie) 
had beene here ftaied: and by and by called him to fight with him, proteſting that 
one ofthem two ſhould die, you may ealily iudge bow ſtrange it was to Arephialin, 
whoſe hart couldaccule it ſelfe of no fault, bur roo much affeRis toward Ws 
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he(refuſing to figh: with him )would fainghaue made Phi/oxenrmvnderſtand, bur(as 
my ſeruant ſince told me(the more 4mphialus went backe,the morehe folldwed,cal- 
ling him Traytor, & coward, yet nevertelling the cauſe of this {trange alteration. Ah 
Philoxenus (ſaid Amphialus) I know 1 am no traytor, & thou we}{ knoweſt I am no 
coward;bur I pray thee content thy ſelfe with this much,G ler this fatisfie thee,that 
I loue thee, (ince I beare thus much of thee: bur he leaving words,drew his ſword & 
gaue Amphialus agreat blow or two, which but for the goodnes of bis armor would 
haue {laine him: & yet ſo farre did Amphialis containe himſclfe,ftepping afide, and 
ſaying to him: VVell Philoxens,& thus much villany am I conter to put vp,not any 
longer for thy ſake( whom I have no cauſe to loue, fince thou doſt injure me, & wilt 
not tell me the cauſe) but for thy vertuous fathers ſake, to whom I am ſo much 
bound;I pray thee goaway,andconquer thineowne pafhons, & thou ſhalt makeme 
ſoone yeeld to be thy ſeruant.-But he wouldnot attend his words, bur ſtill trake ſo 
fiercely at 4mphialys , that in the end(nature prevailing above determination) hee 
was fain to defend himſelfe,& withall ſo ro eftend him,that by an vnlucky blow the 
poore Philoxenus fell dead at his feete;bauing bad time only to {peake ſome words, 
wherby Ampbialas knew it was tor my ſake:which whe Amphialus law,he forthwith 
gaue ſuch tokens of true-felt ſorrow, that as my ſervant ſaid, no imagination conld 
conceiue greater wo.But that by & by,an vnhappy occaſion made 4mphialus paſſe 
himſelfe in forrow:for Philoxenuswasbutnewly dead, when there comes tothe ſame 
place,the aged and vertuous Timethers; who (having beard of his ſonnes ſodaine &. 
paſſionate manner of parting from my Court) had tollowed him as ſpeed:ly as he 
could: but alas not ſo ſpeedily,bur that be found him dead before he could onertake 
him. Though my bearr be nothing but a ſtage of Tragedies, yet I muſt conſeſte,it is 
enen vnableto beare the miſerable repreſentation thereof;knowing Amphialwand 
Timothers as | baue done. Alas what ſorrow, what amaſement, what ſhame was in 
Amphializss,when he ſaw his deere foſter father, find him the killer of his only ſonne? 
In my heart [ know, he wiſhed mountaines had laine vpon him, to keepe him from 
rhat meeding. As for T im9thews, ſorrow of bis ſonne, and (I thinkeprincipally) vn- 
kindneſſe of Am:phia/us ſo deuoured his vitall ſpirits, that able to ſay no more but 
Ampbialus, Amphializs,haue I! heſanketothe earth,and preſently died. | 
But not my tongue,though daily vied to complaints;no nor if my heart (which 
is nothing but ſorrow) wereturned to tongues, durſt it vndertake to ſhew the vn- 
ſpeakeablenes of bis griefe. But (becauſethis ſerues to make you know my fortune) 
hee threw away his armovr,even thiswhich you have now vpon you, which 
at the firſt ſight I vainly hoped hee had put on againe; andthen (as athamed of 
thelight)be ran into the thickeſt ofthe woods, lamenting, and enen crying out ſo 
pittifully,that my ſeruant,(thoegh ofa forrunenot vſed to much tendernefſe)could 
not refraine weeping when betold it me. He once onertooke him, but Amphialns 
drawing bis ſword, which wasthe onely part of his armes ( God knowes ro whar 
purpoſe) he carried about him, threatned ro kill him if he followed bhim,and witball 
bad him deliver this bitter meſſage, that he well enough found,l was the cauſe of all 
this miſchiefe;and that if I were a man,he would go ouer the world to kill me: but 
bad me affure my ſelfe, that of all creatures inthe world, he moſt hated me. Ah 
fir knight (whoſe eares I think by this timearetyred with the rugged waies of theſe 
misfortunes) now weigh my caſe, if at leaſt you know whar love is. For this cauſe 
haue I left my countrey, putting in hazard how my people will in time deale by me,

For ſhe made earneft benefice of his jeſt, forcing him in reſpeR of bis profeſſion, 
todo her ſuch ſeruices, as were both cumberſome andcoſtly vnto bim, while. he (till 
thought he went beyond her, becauſe his hearr did not commit the. idolatrie, So 
chat laſtly,ſhe (I thinke)bauing in mind comakethe fame of ber beautic an oratour 
for her ro Amphialus,(perſwading ber (elfe perhaps, that ic might fall out in bim as 
it doth in ſomethat haue deligacfull meare before them, and baue no tomack to ic, - 
before other folks praiſe it)ſhe tooke the aduantage one day vpon Phalantus vncon- 
ſcionable praifing of her, & certaine caft-away vowes,how much he would doefor:

he feared to offend his (iſter Helen,and withall (as he ſaid)he could not ſo much be- 
keue his loue, but that be muſt chinke io bis heart(wbatſoeuer bis mouth affirmed): 
that both ſhe, my daughters, & the faire Parrhenia(wife to a moſt noble Gentleman 
my wiues neere kinſman) might far better put in their claime for that prerogative. 
But his promiſe had bound bim prentiſe, and therefore it was now berter with 
willingneſſe co purchaſe thankes,then with a diſcontented doing to have the paine 
and not the reward ;and therefore went on; as his faith, rather then love, did leade 
him.

Bur I aſſure you,if I chought it not in due and true conſideration an in- 
jarious ſeruice and churliſh curteſie, to putthe danger of fo noble aticle inthe deci-- 
ding of ſacha dangerleflecombar,l would makeyoung maifter Fha/artw-know,that 
Youreyes can (harpena blunt Launce,& that age, which my gray baires(onelygot-: 
ten by the loving care of others) make ſeeme more then iris, hath not diminiſhed in- 
me the power to prote& an vndeniable veritic : withthache buſtled vp himſelfe, as 
though his heart would fain2 baue walked abroad. Zelmane with an inward ſmiling 
gave him outward thankes,defiring him to reſerve his force for worthier cauſes:So- 
paſſing their time according to cheir wont,they waited forthe comming of Phad- 
::4, whothenexr morning havingalreadie cauſed his tentsto be pitched; neerero.

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Himſclfe came in next after a triumphane Chariot , madeaf Carnarion- veluct, 
entiched-with purpleand pearle, wherein 47teſjafare,drawne by foure winged hor- 
ſes withartificiall laming mouthes, and fierie wings, as if ſhe had newly borowed 
them of Phybrs. Before ber marched.two after two,certaine foormen pleaſantly at- 
tired, who betweene them held one piftureafter another of them,thar by Phalantws 
well running bad loft the prize in the race of beantie,and ar everie pace they ſtayed, 
turning the pictures roach lide,fo leifurely,thar with perfeR iudgementthey mighe 
be diſcerned: The firſt chat came in(tollowing the' order of the time wherein they 
had been woone) was the pifture of 474romane.Queene|of7beria, whom a Laconian 
Knight having ſometime (and wich ſpeciall fauour) ſerued, (though ſome yeares 
ſince returned home) with more gratefuloefſe then good fortune defended. Bur 
therein Fortune had borrowed wit; forindeed ſhe was not comparable to Artheſiaz 
not becauſe ſhe was a good dealeelder (for time had not yet beene ableroimpoue- 
rilh her ſtore thereof) but an exceeding red baire with ſmall eyes,did(like ill compa- 
nions)diſgrace the other afſembly of moſt commendable beauties. - 

Next afrerher was borne the counterfeit of the Princefſe of Elx , a Ladie that 
tavght the:beholders-no other point of beautie , but this, That as-liking is'not al- 
wales thechild of beautie,ſo whatſoeuer liketh is beaurifull; for inthar viſage there - 
was neither-maieſtie, grace, fauour, nor faircneſle, yet ſhe wanted nota ſeruant thar 
would haue made her fairer then the faire Ar:he/;a.But he wrote her praiſes with bis 
helmerintheduſt,and-left her picturzto be as a true witnefle of bis ouerthrow,as his 
running was of her beautie. | | | 

Afﬀer her was the goodly. 4riax:4,great Q of Armenia,a Ladievpon whom-ng- 
turebeſtowed; and well placed her moſt delightfull colours; and withall, bad pro-. 
portioned her-withont any fanlt, quickly to be diſcoucred by the ſenſes, yet altoge- 
ther ſeemed-not to make vprhar harmanie,that Capid delights in,the reaſon wherof 
might ſeeme:amanniſh countenance, which overthrew that louely ſweetneſle , the 
nobleſt power of womankind;farre fitter to prevaile by-parley then by barcell. 

; Qfa farre.contrarie conlideration was the repreſentation of her that next follows- 
ed,which was £70va Queene of Licia, who though of fo brownea haire, as no man 
{houldbaunciniured it to have called ic black, and that inthe mixture of her cheekes 
the white did fomuch ouercome the redde(rhough what was, was.verie pure )that ic 
came nearetopaleneffe, and that her face was a thought longer then the exa&t Sym- 
metrians pethaps wouldallow : yet loue plaid bis parrſo: well in everie part, that ir - 
cought holdotthe iudgement, before itcould tudpe;making it firſt lone, & after ac- 
knowledge itfaire;forthere:wwasa certaine delicacte , which in yeelding conquered, 
and with apitifull-looke made one find cauſe to crave belpe bimſelfe..

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Next came the Queene of Zaconia,one that ſeemed bornein the confines of beau- 
ties kingdome: forall her lineamenrs were neither perietpoſiefſioners thereof, nor 
abſoluce ſtrangers thereto: but (he was a Queene,and therefore beautifull. 

But ſherhat followed, conquered indeed with being conquered, and-might well 
haue madeall the beholderswait vpon her triumph, while her ſelfe wereled captiue. 
It was the excellently faire Queene He/en;whole Iacinth haire curled by nature,bur 
intercurled by art{likea fine brookethrough golden ſands)bad arope offairepearle, 
which now hiding now hidden by the baire,didas it wereplay at faſt and looſe cach 
with other, mutually giuing and receiuing richneſle. In her face ſo much beautic and 
fauour expreſſed as if Helen had not been knowne, ſome wouldrather have iudged it 
the Painters exerciſe,to ſhew what he could doe, then the counterteiting of any ly- 
uing pattern,for no faule the moſt faulc-finding wit conld haue found,ific were not, 
that to the reſt ofthe bodie the face was ſomewhat too little: bur thar little was ſuch 
a ſparke of beautic,as was able toenflame a world of loue;for everything was full of 
2 choiſe fineneſle, that if it wanted any thing in-maieftie, it ſupplicd it with increaſe 
in pleafare, and if atthe firſt ic ſtrake not admiration, itravilhed with delight. And 
no indifferent ſoule there was, which if it could reſiſt fromſubieingitſelfeco make 
it his Princefle, that would not long to bave ſuch a play fellow. As for her attire, it 
was coſtly and curious,though the looke(fixtwith moreſadnefſethen it ſeemed na« 
ture had beſtowed to anythat knew her fortune) bewrayed., that as ſhe vſed thoſe 
ornaments,not forher iſe;burto preuaile with another, fo ſhe feared that alwould 
not ſerue; Of afar differing (chougheſteemed equall) beautie, was the faire Parrbe- 
nia who next waited on 4r:beſ;s's eriumph,choughfarr better ſhe mighe bane ficin 
the throne. Forinher euerie thing was goodly;8& ſtately;yerfs, thar ir might ſeeme 
that great-mindednes was but the auncient-bearer tothe kumblenes,For her great 
gray eye, which might Reme full of ber owne beamtie:afarge;/and exceedingly faire 
forchead, withall che reſt of her face & bodie; caſt inthe mould of Nobleneſle, was 
yet ſoattired,as mightſhew , the miſtres thovghtir cither norto'deſeruc;, or not ro 
need any.exquilite decking, hauing no adorning but cleanlinefle; and ſofarre from 
all art, tharie wasfull of careleſnefle; vnleſſe that careleſneſle ic ſelfe' (in{pighrof ie- 
ſelfe)grew arcificiall. But Beſilivs could torabftaine frompraifing Purrbenia,as the 
perfe& piute of a womanly vertue, and witely faithfulneſſe : telling withall Ze/-

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. Thelaſt of all in place, becauſe laſt inthe timeof her being coptiue,was Zebnant, 
daughter to the King Plexirtz : who at the firſt ſight ſeemed to have ſome reſem-;
